INVESTIGATION NOT YET OVER. 


Havana, March 12.—It is impossible to 
gend direct from Havana anything in refu- 
tation of Captain Peral’s statement of yes- 
terday regarding the views of the Spanish 
court of inquiry regarding the Maine disas- 
ter. However, an American officer who is 
an expert says in effect, and his words are 
worthy of all weight, as he knows absolutely 
of what he is talking: 

“T am a graduate of the torpedo school, 
and have studied the effects of torpedoes and 
mines from observation and experiments. 
“A torpedo exploded at a depth of six 
feet would throw a column of water 100 feet 
into the air; at twelve feet, ten feet in the 
air; and at thirty feet deep would hardly 
raise a small wave. A detonator of gun cot- 
ton in the open air makes a mark its own size 
in steel or blows stone to fragments. In 
the water a torpedo itself would not be felt . 
at any great distance. It requires the re- 
sistance of a solid body, and would be dissi- 
pated in water or mud. This disposes of the 
wave theory and the effecting of the shore 
or boats in the harbor.”’ 

As to the hole in the Maine, the expert in 
question makes the most important state- 
ment that the Maine drew twenty-eight to 
thirty feet at the time of the explosion, and 
had about ten feet of water below its bottom 
to the surface of the harbor mud. On the 
port side, where the United States divers 
are now at work, there is at present forty- 
eéeven feet of water. May not this be the 
hole which Captain Peral says could not be 
found? If it is, the hole was more than

STILL LOOKING FOR SHIPS. 


Subject of Dry Docks Is Now Being 
Considered.

ALL WORKING AT HIGH PRESSURE. 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—[Special.]— 
All the activities of the War and Navy de- 
ents today were centered on the com- 
bined scheme of concentrating land and 
‘ paval forces along the coast and in the vi- 
einity of the Cuban colony. General Miles 
an elaborate scheme contemplating 
the transfer of infantry and cavalry from 
interior posts to stations along the seaboard. 
This order was sent to Secretary Algcr, 
who failed to act on it previous to his de- 
7 re for home shortly after nooh, when 
he been apprised of the death of his 
sister. The order is ene which does not re- 
quire the immediate movement of the troops, 
but was gotten up to be used in the event of 
hostilities. Advices have already been sent 
to commanding officers giving them warning 
of the possibility. of such an order as Gen- 
eral Miles has prepared. 

The only instructions which will be imme- 
@iately sent out are those assigning a com- 
pany of infantrymen to St. Augustine, Fla. 
General Miles intends to take the field in 
the event of hostilities. He has already 

ted to influential friends in Congress 
belief that the present instance affords a 
good illustration of the necessity of making 
him a Lieutenant General, which would give 
him, he feels, a greater authority over fel- 
low officers of his present rank. 


Changes in Military Districts. 

The order changing the limits of the geo- 
graphical military departments of the coun- 
try was something which seemed to be de- 
manded by the changed conditions in this 
country, which must now dispose its mili- 
tary forces with especial regard for the pro- 
tection of the long coast line. The re- 

- @rrangement of the departments places the 
troops so as to have them within convenient 
commands along the lake, ocean, and gulf 
coasts, and divides the interior so as to 
make them available for speedy appearance 
at the seaboard fortifications. The order 

relating to changes in the artillery regiments 

-and the assignment of officers to the two 
new regiments was changed today so as to 
make the headquarters of the Sixth Regi- 

ment at Fort Henry, Md., and that of the 

' Beventh Regiment at Fort Slocum, N. Y. 
This was done at the iImstance of Colonel 
Williston, commanding officer of the Sixth 
Artillery, and Colonel Sinclair, command- 
ing officer of the Seventh Artillery. 

The War department officials are in doubt 
as to the utility of the infantry and cavalry 
troops on the coast. They would be of little 
value, unless there is to be a repelling of 
landing parties, which even the most vivid 
imagination cannot foresee in connection 

. with the war with Spain. Inall the prepara- 
tions for war, it is unfortunate that there 
is a controversy between the War and Navy 
departments.

The board 
will report to the department the condition 
Of each ship and will ascertain the extent 
of work which is required and the time 
necessary to accomplish this. It was com- 
mented on today by some observers of naval 
matters that such a subject should have 
been left until the eleventh hour. 


Looking Over the Auxiliaries. 


There have been boards innumerable de- 
tailed to inspect the ships of the auxiliary 
navy, and for months one or two officers 
of the service have been on congenial duty 
at New York ostensibly examining ships of 
posible value'to this country in the event of 
war. The boards and the soft billet officers 
appear to have accomplished very little 
beyond compiling a list of fifty ships which 
must now be laboriously examined and re- 
ported upon. The department has not yet 
determined what action will be taken in 
regard to the American line ships. The time 
is fast approaching when these vessels must 
be utilized, if at all, and the orders pressing 
them into service may be issued at any 
time: Those ships and any others used by 
the government for the purpose of war must 
be paid for by the government; they must be 
bought outright and the Secretary of the 
Navy will take this action promptly, trust- 
ing to subsequent transactions of disposing 
of the ships when the government no longer 
needs them. 

The Navy department is in constant re- 
ceipt of telegrams and is continually send- 
ing them to all parts of the world. They 
relate mostly to the movement of ships and 
are secret, being sent in cipher and with- 
held from the press. Important orders have 
been issued, some of them involving strate- 
gic massing of ships. There is abundant 
reason, for instance, for the supposition 
that the vessels of the north Atlantic fleet 
are slowly assembling at Key West and that 
within the next three days the entire 
strength of available ghips on the station 
will be at ‘Dry Tortugas. The ships now 
there are the New York, Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts, Texas, Iowa, Detroit, and Nash- 


ville. 
Fleet May Be Strengthened. 


This fleet will probably be strengthened by 
the Marblehead, now at Port Tampa; the 
Wilmington, now at Barbadoes; the Vesu- 
vius, now patrolling the Plorida coast; and 
the Machias, now at Norfolk. The latter 
ship has just arrived from the Asiatic sta- 
tion and will be inspected by the Board of 
Survey, which will leave Washington on 
Monday. The ship will be kept in commis- 
sion. The Dupont has joined the fleet and 
one or two more torpedo boats will be at 
Dry Tortugas within the toming week. The 
Oregon is likely to come to the North At- 
lantic station.

Among the contracts awarded today was 
one for 150 Lewis range-finders for the coast 
fortifications. The amount involved is 
$150,000 and the firm interested is the 
Driggs-Seabury Gun and Ammunition com- 
pany of New York. The same firm hasa 
contract from the Navy department for 
$250,000 worth of shell and fuses. 

Captain A. 8. Barker of the navy, former- 
ly attached to the Bureau of Navigation 
and lately commanding officer of the Oregon, 
has been detailed to duty as a special aid 
to Secretary Long. He will look after tech- 
nical and other matters which come up and 
which do not come under any particular 
bureau official. Captain Barker was sum- 
moned here from Boston, where he has 
been spending his leave. He reported at 
the Navy department today and will as- 
sume his new duties on Monday. 

General Wilson, the Chief of the army 
engineers, has returned to Washington from 
Dry Tortugas and other Southern points. 
He made a verbal report to Secretary Al- 
ger of the situation. 

Engineer-in-Chief G. W. Melville of the 
navy has asked Secretary Long for per- 
mission to buy 30,000 gallons of lubricat- 
ing oil for delivery at once at Key West. 
The fleet consumes & vast quantity of this 
article and the material is quite as impor- 
tant as fuel. .Its acquirement in sufficient 
quantities and its proper storage present 
one of the problems of the service. There 
will have to be special facilities for keep- 
ing this material at Key West if the squad- 
ron is stationed in the neighborhood of that 
place, which will be the base of supplies.

The navy 
has always had difficulty in getting sur- 
geons and there are now eighteen vacan- 
cies in the medical corps.

Vermont Senator May Settle 
_ the Fate of Cuba. | 


Is NOW HORRYING HOME. 


Believed He Will Recommend

CRUISERS TAKE ON STORES. 


Minneapolis and Columbia Will Be 
Ready for Active Serviceina — 
Short Time. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 12.—[s 
lumbia are now anchored in the river off, 
League Island and the work of taking on 
supplies of coal and stores commenced to- 
day. It will take at least two weeks longer 
to get these swift commerce destroyers 
ready for sea. If absolutely necessary the 
Minneapolis could leave at a few days’ no- 
tice, but the cruiser still lacks its comple- 
ment of seamen and machinists. 

A number of men arrived today for the 
Miantonomah. They came from the re- 
ceiving ship at Norfolk. Tonight this for- 
midable warship had all its stores on boar4 
and the crew took possession., 

The ram Katahdin is.ready for sea 
atany moment. The old monitors Mahopac 
and Manhattan are now in the reserve basin 
undergoing critical examination. The com- 
mandant will move the Lehigh, Montauk, 
Catskill, Jason, Mahaut, and Canonicus out 
of the back channel into the basin within the 
next few days, where their fighting qualities 
will be carefully looked into and prepara- 
tions made to convert them at least into 
training ships if not floating forte for hare 
bor defense. In case of war these vessels 
would be manned by raw recruits, who 
would be graduated from them to the more 
formidable ships of war as soon as they had 
acquired a little practice. ; 

“ If war should be declared we could make 
1,000 overcoats, 2,000 pairs of trousers, and 
1,000 blouses a week,”’ said a gentleman in 
authority at the Schuylkill Arsenal, Gray’s 
Ferry Road. 

There is increased activity at the Frank- 
ford Arsenal. The 300 employés in the man- 
ufacturing department now work ten hours 


|-each Gay instead of eight hours, as hereto- 


fore. The purpose of this activity is to in- 
crease the arsenal daily output by some 6,000 
cartridges. As soon as floor room can be 
made for setting up the duplicate set of ma- 
chines already at the arsenal the capacity of 
the cartridge plant will be increased. 


RUSH WORK AT MARE ISLAND. 


‘Additional Force of Men Put On and 
Night and Day Shifts Are 
Arranged. 


Vallejo, Cal., March 12.—Everything is 

astir and bustle at the navy yard. Hun- 
‘dreds of workmen are being added to the 
usual force to rush the work of preparing 
the Charleston, Philadelphia, Hartford, Pen- 
sacola, and Adams for service. The York- 
town is awaiting repairs, but no orders have 
been received from the Navy department 
regarding the work to be done on it. The 
Charleston and Philadelphia have been or- 
dered completed at once, and it is chiefly 
on this account that so many extra employés 
have been added to the pay-roll, though the 
other departments at the yard are also 
swelling their working lists. 

On Thursday the construction department 
sent in requisitions for 150 extra men and 
today asked for 200 more. The regular work 
of the yard is proceeding as usual, but night 

‘and day shifts will be employed on the 
Charleston and Philadelphia. 

' ‘The yard is amply prepared to turn out 
fast work, new machinery having just been 
put in and more is under course of con- 
‘struction which, when completed, will 
double the capacity of the shops. A monster 
boring and tubing mill is nearing comple- 
tion, and a hydraulic riveting machine will 
soon bein operation. The only trouble likely 
to be experienced in case of emergency is 
the securing of a sufficient force of work- 
men. The work originally planned to be 
done on the Philadelphia will require six 
months, but under the present urgent call 
only absolutely necessary work will be per- 
formed and the vessel will be ready for 
sea in about four weeks. The Charleston 
will be partially tested next week. 


HE SAW THE MAINE BLOWN UP. 


Steamship Officer Says the Keel of the 
Big Ship Was Blown Out of 
the Water. 


The Cuban mail line boat, the City of 
Washington, arrived in New York on 
Wednesday from Havana and Mexican 
ports. This was the boat’s first visit to 
New York since the blowing up of the 
Maine. A number of officers were inter- 
viewed, and one of them made the follow- 
ing remarkable statement: 

“I was standing on the deck of the City 
of Washington at the time of the explosion, 
or, to speak more correctly, of the two-ex- 
plosions. I had been looking at the Maine 
for some time and saw well what hap- 
pened. We were only 200 yards away, and 
had the boats been swung stern to stern 
they would have touched. The first I knew 
of the explosion was a loud report. Then 
the bow of the Maine rose into the air and 
fully forty feet of its keel was exposed. I 
could easily see the green paint on the bot- 
tom. She then settled back into the water, 
and before she was clear back to her proper 
position a second explosion followed.”’

IN DANGER OF EXCLUSION. 


{BY AN EX-ATTACHE.] 

New York, March 12.—[Special.]—In view 
of the fact that the commerce of the United 
States with China largely exceeds that of 
France, Germany, Russia, and all the other 
nations of continental Europe combined, 
being inferior only to that of Great Britain, 
it is only natural that this country should 
feel a genuine interest in keeping the doors 
of China open to the trade of the world, 
and in the prevention of any portion of the 
Celestial empire being annexed by some 
European power which would endeavor by 
administrative means to restrict to its own 
people the industry and the commerce of the 
territory thus seized, or ceded, or leased, ex- 
cluding other nations. 

Japan's trade with China comes in point 
of size immediately next that of the United 
States, and, like the latter, exceeds that of 
all continental Europe put together. It will, 
therefore, be seen that Great Britain, the 
United States, and Japan have a community 
of economic interest in China which may de- 
velop into a political combination suffl- 
ciently powerful to be able to impose ite 
will on the entire world. 

The only treaties of alliance that have 
ever been binding arf@ that have. not been 
broken are those based on a community of 
economic interest, and the weak spot of the 
two great international combinations in 
EHuropé—nameély; the Franco-Russian al- 
liance and the triple alliance—is precisely 
the fact that they are based purely on mil- 
itary and dynastic considerations, and not 
on economic grounds, to which indeed they 
are detrimental, for, if today Italy is face to 
face with ruin, it is merely because her Ger- | 
man ally has not only forced her to embark 
‘fn military and naval expenditure far be- 
yond the extent of her national resources, 
but likewise because she has been compelled 
by orders from Berlin to inaugurate a tariff 
war with France, which had previously been 
the most profitable market for Italian 


Cementing a Bond of Union. 


Thus, while both the United States and 
Great Britain are imbued with that pe- 
cullar aversion for hard and fast. treaties of 
alliance, which seems to be inherent to the 
Anglo-Saxon nature, and might, moreover, 
fee] a natural hesitation about allying them- 
selves in an offensive and defensive manner 
against European nations with an Orient- 
al, non-Christian, and yellow race, such as 
the Japanese, yet the very fact that vital 
commercial interests of all three countries 
are menaced at the present moment in China 
by the avowed determination of Russia and 
France to annex portions of the Chinese 
Empire, and to exclude the trade of other 
nations therefrom, is sufficient to constitute 
a bond of union between the three powers 
in question, even without the existence of a 
definite alliance—a bond of union which 
might lead American and English warships 
to act in concert against any power men- 
acing their interests, just as they did away 
back in 1868, when a United States cruiser 
sodperated with the British squadron in 
the bombardment of the Japanese port of 
Kogoshima, the American commander, Cap- 
tain Pearson, being subsequently decorated 
with the Order of the Bath by Queen Vic- 
torla—the only American citizen or officer , 
who has ever received this rather rare dis- 


tinction. 
There was then no hard and fast treaty 


States against Japan, and in the same way 
it is quite possible that there may be a com- 
bination of Great Britain, the United States, 
and: Japan for joint action in defense of their 
common commercial interests in China with- | 
out there being any hard and fast treaty of 
alliance. Perhaps this understanding al- 
ready exists, so that there may be arrange- 
ments for concerted action, even though 
the Ministers of the respective countries | 
deny the existence of an alliance.

Freneh foree, which acted in concert as the 
result, not of a regular alliance between 
Bngiand and France, but merely by virtue 
of a community of interests such as that 
which is likely to constitute the basis of an 
Angio - American - Japanese. combination.

REED PEACE. 


WOULD AVOID A CONFLICT 


Willing té6 Appeal to Arms to 


IN ACCORD WITH M’KINLEY. 


New York,. March. 12.—[Special.J—A dis- 
patch to the World ffom Washington seys 
many efforts have been.made to,get for 
ipublication a definite statement of Speaker 
Reed's. views, -All such efforts have been. 
etolidly resieted by the Speaker, who never 
gives a formal newspaper interview. 
, The Speaker's views are, however, here- 
with given in a carefully considered and 
revised statement. It is the first authentic 
outline of Mr. Reed's attitude in regard 
ito the preparations being made for an emer- 
gency by the government. It comes from 
a gentieman in daily close association with 
Mr. Reed in Washington. The interview 
was written out and left with this gentle- 
many Later he returned the matter with 
some slight changes of phraseology written 
with a lead pencil. In this form he au- 
ted the use of the thterview in express- 
ing “the views of the Speaker in. discuss- 
dng the whole matter with a close personal 
and political friend.” He quotes. Speaker 
Roed as saying: 
“The United States does not want war 
if it can be.evoided.in any way. Of course, 
this would not hold in the event that our 
national honor was st stake. War is a 
Fxelic of barbarism, and in this day there, 
should be some other method of settling 
disputes and adjusting griévances. 
, “ What we want is peace, but {f it is neces- 
eary to have war for the protéction of our 
national, tonor we will have it, and there 
ds no nation that can or will defend it, 
should the occasion arise, like the people 
of the United States.” 


Continuing, this friend of Speaker Reed 
said: 


“The Speaker was not opposed to the 
addition of two regiments of artillery to the 
force of the army, but when the subject was 
first. broached he hesitated for some time 
on account of the additional expense. As 
soon as the present emergency arose the 
Speaker suggested to several of his friends 
that the bill might. be taken in the House 
on last Friday (March 4). This was private 
bill day, and the matter went over until 
Monday. 

“Phe Speaker hesitated about the im- 
mediate consideration of the additional regi- 
menta of artillery for the reason that a 
| plan for the complete reorganization of the 
army was being discussed, and he thought 
that a reorganization bill might be gotten 
through at this session, and in it the two 
regiments of artillery could be provided for. 
The Speaker knew full well that the call 
for the additional regiments was hastened 
by the present emergency, but the matter 
had been under consideration for some time, 
having been recommended by the Secretary 
of War, who stated that the additional men’ 
were made necessary owing to the large 
number of fortifications and high power 
guns which were being turned over to the 
government. 

“ With reference to the $50,000,000 appro- 
priation for defense, Mr. Reed was perfectly 
willing that it should be acted upon at once, 
and 60 informed those with whom he talked. 
He was opposed to any disctission of it on 
the floor of the House, and desired that the 
money might be appropriated without a 
word being said. He thought this would be 
more effective than to have discussion con- 
cerning the appropriation. -Representative 
Sayers of Texas, however, wanted a short 
time allotted for debate, It was agreed to. 
He was as anxious as any to. have the ap- 
propriation agreed to without a dissenting

TO FIGHY FOR AMENDMENTS. 


Opponents of the Boa#d of Control Bill 
in Iowa Select Three Points 
- of Attack. | 


Des Moines, Ia., March 12.—[{Special.]— 
Although it is believed the committee bill 
for a board of control will pass the Senate 
without other amendments than such as are 
necessary to perfect it, the opponents of 
the measure will contest three of its features 
and hope to be able to amend it in one of 
these at least. They will attempt to have 
the Soldiers’ Home taken out of the list of 
institutions under the supervision of the 
board; will ask that the proposed salaries 
of the members of the board and secretary 
be reduced, and the section which continues 
the official terms of superintendents and 
wardens now in office for six years be strick- 
en out. 

The bill provides that thé chairman of the 
board shall receive a salary of $3,600 per 
annum, the other members of the board 
$3,000, and the secretary $2,000 per annum. 
An amendment has been filed by Senator 
Harriman reducing the salaries of members 
of the board to $2,500 each and of the secre- 
tary to $1,500 per annum. Several members 
of the Senate Ways and Means committee 
would favor putting the salaries of mem- 
bers of the board at $5,000 per annum, but 
say there would be no use in proposing such 
a figure, for the people of the State are not 
accustomed to such salaries for State 
officers. |

Plans adopted during the civil 
war period will be largely followed, and the 
first taxes will be levied on bank checks, 
Jegal papers, proprietary medicines, etc. 


Dingley Discusses the Revenue. 


« In speaking further of the situation, Mr. 


Dingley said: 

“It will not do for us to keep on spending 
money as though we were actually at war, 
without making some provision to meet the 
increased expenditures. War taxes will be 
a necessity if the requisitions now being 
made on the Treasury keep on at their pres- 
ent rate. I expect that the revenues will 
have fallen off, through the fear that war 
will be declared, at least $1,000,000 this 
month, while the outgo will be increased by 
even a larger amount. 

** I hope we may be able to avoid the neces- 
sity of increasing taxation. If this war 
scare is temporary, lasting only a month or 
80, we will be able to get along without any 
additional legislation. We have some avail- 
able cash in the Treasury that can be used 
to meet a temporary emergency, but if it fs 


pretty soon, and it is 
to be provided for.”

BIG ORDERS FOR WAR MATERIAL 


Ordnance Factories of Connecticut Are 

Working Wight and Day on 
Guns and Projectiles. 

Bridgeport, Conn., March 12.—[Special.]— 
The American Ordnance company has re- 
ceived an order from the government 
amounting to $250,000. This order is prin- 
cipably for four and six inch rapid firing guns 
of the Hotchkiss type, There are several 
‘Howell torpedoes incjuded in this order. The 
torpedoes are understood to be of the twelve 
and fourteen inch ‘variety. The first one 
evér made of this sigé was turned out by the 
Bridgeport factory a few months ago. The 
cost of each one is nearly $1,000.

The order of yesterday consists approxt- 
mately of the following: 150 Lewis range 
finders and 175,000 projectiles, made up as 
follows: 2,000 four-inch armor-plercing 
shellg for heavy guns, 100,000 armor-pierc- 
ing shot for six-pound rapid-firing guns, and. 
55,000 armor-piercing shot for one-pound 
rapid-firing guns, 100,000 fuses for heavy’ 
guns, and 15,000 caps for four, five, and eight 
inch guns. ’ 

The Union Metallic Cartridge company 
has recéivéd large orders for small arms 
ammunition. The capacity of this company 
is 1,000,000 cartridges a day. The Coe Brass 
company of Torrington, which furnishes the 
Union Metallic Cartridge .company with 
sheet brass for its cups for shells, is work- 
ing overtime to meet the demands made 
upon it by the cartridge company,

| Report of Bellamy Storer and Francis 


Forbes on the Recent Brussels 


Wi on, D. C., March 12.—The full re- 
port of the conference of the union for the 
protection of industrial property, which met 
at Bruségels in December last, has been re- 
ceived from the delegates representing the 
United States—Bellamy Storer, United 
States Minister to Belgium, and Francis 
Forbes—and is of marked interest. 

There were présent at the conference not 
only delegates from fifteen of the States, ~ 
but also from seven countries which have 
not yet adhered to it, among them Germany 
and Japan. The propositions for amend- 
‘ment of the convention submitted by the 
United States looking toward reciproci‘ty 


ventions belonging to certain classes which 
are patentable in the United States but not 
in certain other countries, were held by the 
conference to be contrary to the general 
spirit of the convention, but several solu- 
tions of the difficulties complained of were 
suggested which would not be obnoxious 
to it. 

The United States delegates took an active 
interest in the disctission of changes pro- 
posed in the agreement respecting the in- 
ternational registration of trademarks, 
though this country at present is not a part 
in it. The purpose of this agreement is to 
make the international bureau at Berne the 
center of a cheap registration, which shail 
be efficient over the territory of the adhering 


States.

Ac- 
cording to his family he drew a pension 
thereafter from the government until the 
time of his death. 

After leaving the army Mr. Doyle entered 
the employ of the Northern Pacific railroad. 
First as a switchman and-then as a brake- 
man and finally as a passenger conductor he 
served this company. Between runs he 
spent a great deal of his time in hunting 
and in prospecting throughout the surrbund- 
mg country, and invested his savings in 
real estate in Spokane and Butte City, which 
in the end netted him large returns. 

During one of his prospecting trips he 


mines in Idaho, Washington, and B 
Columbia. Leaving the employ of the rail- 
road, he devoted himself to develop- 
ing the resources of his mining property, 
and soon came to be known as a man of 
large wealth.

This is perfectly 
well understocd here, and all winter re- 
ports have been received at the Foreign 
office from Tangier of Franco-Spanish do- 
ings in the Riff country and on the Algerian 
frontier, where French military parties, 
using the Spanish post of Mellila as a base 
of operations, are enlisting natives as 
soldiers. It is quite expected here that some 
fine morning it will be announced that 
France has taken over by friendly arrange- 
ment the other Spanish post of Ceuta, which, 
in French hands, could be made to command 
the Straits of Gibraltar and render Gibraltar 
itself practically useless. England would 
not for a moment assent to this, and is 
indeed far more likely to take Ceuta itself 
at the slightest sign of a French movement 
toward it. All this, which is sedulously 
kept out of the papers, but well known to 
men of affairs, gives England practical in- 
terest in Spain’s performances. Beyond 
that, however, it. is increasingly true that

YOUNG BISMARCK HONORED. 


Berlin, March 12.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
Associated Press.]|~The German press this 
week has given utterance to the unanimous 
conviction that war between the United 
States and Spain is probable, although it is 
believed here that the latter country will 
do everything to avoid it. 

In diplomatic circles it is said that Spain 
during the last week sent a circular note to 
the Cabinets of Europe to the effect that 
the Spanish government hopes the rebellion 
in Cuba would be completely suppressed by 
April 1, adding that if foreign influences had 
not stimulated the insurgents and supported 
them. with arms, men, money, and ammuni- 
tion, there would at the present moment ” 
no insurgents left. 

So far as the correspondent has been able 
to ascertaim the document has not elicited 
any replies. 

The opinion that the United States is not 
honestly attempting to preserve peace and 
keep the war party in control is widely dis- 
seminating in Germany and finds ready 
credence, not only in the newspapers, but in 


paper interviewed the United States Am- 
bassador, Mr. Andrew D. White, and printed 
his opinion that the majority of Americans 
are anxious to maintain peace. But the 
newspaper added that Mr. White's opinion 
was not supported by facts, and saying that 
the vote of Congress was ‘unanimously re- 
garded as a clear indication that war is 
coming and that the Americans want it. 

Several papers predict that in the event 
of hostilities Spain will disappear from the 
map of the European powers, after a fierce 
“war of piracy,’ both countries not being 
signatories of the anti-privateering conven- 
tion of Paris. 

It is well known in diplomatic circles that 
Sefior Sandoval, the Spanish military agent 
in Germany, Austria, and Scandinavia, who 
returned to Berlin on Wednesday evening 
from a trip, after having made three con- 
ditional purchases of coasting steamers at 
Fieume and two at Pola, with other Spanish 
representatives, has been purchasing out- 
right or conditionally munitions and vessels 
for use against American trade. Sefior 
Sandoval, in addition to the purchases re- 
ferred to, which are intended for the priva- 
teer service, has placed large orders with the 
Krupp Gun company during the last six 
weeks, and has also appointed a subagent 
at Trieste to see what he can pick up. The 
Spanish agent is now at Hamburg or Btet- 
tin, negotiating for several cannon and tor- 
pedo boats, built partly for China and partly 
on speculation by the Vulcan yards. He in- 
tends to visit the Schichau yards and the 
yards at Elbing for the same purpose. 

During the course of an interview on 
Thursday Colonel Reinlin de Sequera, the 
Spanish military attaché here, said he was 
eonfident the ‘‘ misunderstandings would 
disappear, adding: 

“It might, however, be well for Ameri- 
cans to know that Spain is not defenseless, 
and that it will cost much blood and more 
money to conquer or defeat us. 

“80 soon as war is declared a large and 
well equipped fleet of privateers will imme- 
diately begins hostilities against the great 
American commerce. Spain has not re- 
mained idle since the first misunderstanding. 
Ninety good steamérs tie in the harbers of 
Barcelona and Valencia, ready to sail, and 
do execution, and we have friends, powerful 


with money, but I, in common with the 
Spanish government, trust peace will be 
preserved.”’ 


Decennial of William I. 


The decennial of William I. was generally 
commemorated at Berlin on Wednesday. 
The national monument was innumerably 
wreathed, many ladies and children deposit- 
ing floral offerings. The room in which the 
Emperor died and the door leading to it 
were draped in mourning, and the imperial 
mausoleum at Charlottenburg was deco- 
rated with wreaths, one of which was sent 
by the officials of the United States Em- 
bassy. Emperor William visited the mau- 
soleum on Wednesday and prayed both there 
and at the bedside of the deceased, at Will- 
iam I,’s palace. The nilitary veterans held 
a memorial celebration at the Emperor Will- 
iam Memorial Church, which was attended 
by the Emperor and 120 general officers. 
There were 110 flags around the altar. Pas- 
tor Koehler delivered the funeral oration, 
and most of the German Princes and rulers 
sent wreaths both to the monument and to 
the grave. A bouquet of violets was also 
placed in the corner window of the palace 
in Unter den Linden, where William I. ap- 
peared daily at noon. 


Honors for Herbert Bismarck. 
The fact that Count Herbert’ Bismarck

his return to public life, probably as Am- 
bassadcr to St. Petersburg.

Revolution Not to Be Celebrated. 


The Minister of the Interior has prohibited 
public demonstrations on March 18, the an- 
niversary of the revolution of Berlin, in- 
cluding the demonstrations which were 
projected at the graves of the victims in the 
cemetery of Freidrichshain. All demon- 
strations will be forcibly suppressed and 
offenders will be arrested 


Naval Bill Is in Danger. 


The latest developments show that it is 
now uncertain whether the naval bill will 
pass the Reichstag in a shape which will 
satisfy the government. The difficulty lies 
in the fact that the Centrigts insist upon 
incorporating in it a provision to the effect 
that in case a new tax is necessary to carry 
out the scheme it will all be levied upon 
only the wealthier portion of the population. 
The government is unwilling to bind itself to 
such a bargain, as it might cost many votes 
at The coming election.

Downward Course of Market Since 
the Disaster,

MANY INTERESTING COMPARISONS:

‘New York, March 12.—Wall street's week 
ends with the security markets practically 
in a panic. Since the disastrous days of 
1803 we have had no day surpassing in bear- 
{sh excitement the two hours making up 


today’s Stock Exchange session. 

It is moderately estimated that since Feb. 
{5, Maine disaster day, the market values of 
conspicuous securities in Wall street have 
shrunk over a thousand millions of dollars. 
When figures reach that size they are hard 
to comprehend. The market value of gov- 
ernment bonas has dwindled approximately 
$150,000,000. Standard Oil trust certificates 
have been knocked down $75,000,000. Long 
strings of securities are down $10,000,000 and 

apiece. For stocks and bonds not dealt 
in on the Stock Exchange current markets 
have gone all to pieces. To press sales of 
them is to induce overwhelming sacrifices. 

From a quarter to a half of the enormous 
Josses suffered since the Maine calamity. 
were scored this week, and the day’s final 
prices were practically the lowest so far 
that have been touched. As has been point- 
ei out frequently in these dispatches, the 
market's downward course has finally at- 
tained such velocity that only good news of 
an extraordinary character could check the 
declines, much less bring about a rally. 
Not a vestige of such news has anywhere 
appeared this week, though in three or four 
ways adroit manipulators tried to extend 
the impression that such good news was 


impending. 
Decline in the Whole List. 


Under the pressure of a continuing dis- 

qguietude, with national apprehensions grow- 
ing daily more and more acute, the record 
of this week on the New York Stock Ex- 
change is that, while not a single stock 
or bond has been able to advance as much 
as 1 per cent, there have been declines av- 
eraging considerably beyond 1 per cent 
in eighty-five mortgage bonds and over 
one hundred conspicuous stocks. Off the 
Stock Exchange two notable advances are 
recorded, and they are suggestive enough. 
Cramp’s shipyard shares have risen 20 
points and the rise of another 20 points 
is scored for the stock of thé Pneumatic 
Gun Carriage company. It is difficult any- 
where to find a member of the New York 
Stock Exchange willing to go on record as 
forecasting the market’s immediate move- 
ment. Nine out of ten of the professional 
speculators of the street are disappointed, 
wornout bulls. In the day’s market there 
was liquidation by wholesale for the ac- 
count of just such traders. In many ways 
the day’s market deserves to be considered 
as notable. It was in panicky shape from 
start to finish. Practically every stock on 
the list, every quoted bond, too, opened 
at a decline, though as a rule these opening 
prices were the highest of the day.

Prospects for Grain and Cotton.

Gentlemen of) prominence who rank as 
trade authorities seem to be very much dis- 
agreed as to what actually might be the 
effects upon export traffic. I have had inter- 
views with about a score.of leaders in both 
the wheat and cotton trades, and have can- 
vassed the subject with those who are spec- 
ulators and those who represent consumers. 

About a third of the list believe war would 
lift prices, another third are positive market 
values would badly break, while the final 
third figure out that war wouldn’t cut much 
figure at all.

CHICAGO EAST-BOUND FREIGHT 
SHIPMENTS ENORMOUS, . 

‘Tonnage Carried Last Week About 
Deuble That of the Correspondjug 
Time Last VYear—Largest Business 
Ever Done While Navigation Was 
Closed—Cut Rates and Leiter Wheat 
Two Causes—Western Lumber Rates 

| to Be Reduced—Other News Items. 


Last week's east-bound shipments from 
Chicago were larger than for the previous 
| week. Total shipments of all freight, ex- 
cept live stock, coal, and iron, were 158,232 
tons, against 153,827 tons for the previous 
week and 77,198 tons for the corresponding 
week jast year. This shows present ship- 
ments to be more than double what they 
were at this time last year. Present east- 
bound shipments awd never been equaled 
while navigation was closed. Heavv ship- 
ments of Leiter Wheat at a cut rate’are 
partly responsible, but they were not the 
sole cause of the immense traffic. Flour 
and provision shipments are also unusually 
heavy, owing to manipulation of the rates 
and the paying of rebates to big shippers. 
In less than a month navigation will be open, 
but unless the rohds restore rates before 
that time they will continue to carry the 
bulk of the business, Steamboat lines have 
agreed to reduce the lake differentials, which 
will help the railroads. There is a prospect, 
however, that the lake lines will not stick 
long to the agreement. There are a few 
independent lines, like the Parry Sound and 
Northern lines, which will not hesitate to 
slaughter rates tb secure business, This 
will compel the asBociated lake lines, which 
are controlled by the Joint Traffic associa- 
tion, to do likewis¢.

Will Reduce Lumber Rates. 


Lumber rates from Chic to Council 
Bluffs, Omaha, and Nebraska pointe will be 
reduced on March 21 to nine cents a hundred 
pounds, the usual differential to be applied 
from the Mississippi River to Dubuque. 
This is a cut of six cents a hundred pounds. 
At the meeting of the Western Joint Traffic 
bureau last week the Burlington stated that 
rates were being cut so badly that it has 
practically been driven out of the lumber 
business. It announced that it would put 
the above rate into effect. This action, it is 
expected, will involve lumber rates from 
Wisconsin and Minnesota points, and the 
Southern roads may also start a rate war on 
yellow pine from points in the South. 

Rates on packing house products from 
Missouri River points Hast, which have 
been badly demoralized for two months, will 
be restored on March 28. From Missouri 
‘River points to Mississippi River points the 
rate will be 18% cents a hundred pounds, and 
rates from dependent territory will be corre- 
spondingly advanced. The present rate on 
export packing house product from Mis- 
souri to Mississippi River points is 10 cents. 
Rates from St. Paul, Minneapolis, and Min- 
nesota transfer to Chicago, Milwaukee, and 
points common therewith will also be ad- 
Vanced to 18% cents. This also advances 
the rate from Missouri River to Chicago to 
28% cents. 

Notice has been given by the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific to their Eastern 
connections that no more party tickets at 
flat rates must be sold over their lines to 
Puget Sound points. Hereafter all tickets to 
the Pacific coast must be sold on the rebate 
plan. Hopes are being entertained that the 
‘joint meeting of Eastern and Western roads 
in New York this week, at which the Cana- 
dian Pacific will be represented, will result 
in an adjustment of the Canadian Pacific 
rate war. | 


Inspecting American Equipment. 

M. Soulecroup, Assistant Superintendent 
of Motive Power of the Paris and Orleans 
railroad, and five assistants, have been in- 
specting the electrical plant of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, at Baltimore. The work of 
the electric motors in the Belt .Line tunnel 
has attracted attention all through Eu- 
rope. The Paris and Orleans road is to be 
an underground line, running from one of 
the suburbs of Paris to the center of the 
city, and may be equipped with electric mo- 
tors similar to those used in Baltimore, 
but smaller. 

Inside of two months the Chicago and 
Northwestern expects to complete the ele- 
vation of its tracks on its Wisconsin 
division. Work is in progress at both the 
Mayfair and Clybourn Junction ends of tlie 
section. 

The fast Denver train of the Burlington 
will hereafter run via Omaha. Western con- 
“nections have reafranged their time tables 
50 as to permik the Burlington to leave 
Denver at 9:30 a. m., Instead of 10 a. m. 
The train will afrive at Chicago as at

The prisoners were 
marched across the street to the Cuntral Po-

Captain Colleran received information in 
the afternoon that gambling was going on in 
the Gaiety Theater Building, and he sent 
Detectives Flaherty and Hartford to investi- 
gate. When the policemen knocked at the 
door of Room 42 on the third floor it was 
partly opened, but not wide enough for them 
to enter, as a chain inside prevented it from 
swinging fully open, The man who peered 
out told them the place was the quarters of 
a private club, organized for social purposes, 
and thet they could not enter. The detect- 
ives could hear the rattle of chips inside and 
they reported the facts to Captain Colleran. 
He instructed them to obtain a warrant from 
Justice Foster. Armed with this document 


and accompanied by a reinforcement Fiaher- 


ty and Hartford returned to the gambling- 
room. The doorkeeper declined to let them 
in even after the warrant was read to him, 
but he opened the door when the policemen 
threatened to break it down. 

Inside the police found men playing poker 
at three tables. The place was divided into 
two rooms, handsomely carpeted and fur- 
nished. One room was devoted to gambling 
and in the other were a sideboard, plenti- 
fully stocked with liquors, and a long table 
on which stood a generous luncheon, Many 
of the players were well dressed and ap- 
parently belonged to a more prosperous 
class than is usually found in a poker-room. 
Several hundred dollars in chips were cashed 
in when the social proceedings were inter- 
rupted. 

Captain Colleran said he had received 
many complaints regarding gambling places 
and in each case had them promptly in- 
vestigated and arrests made where gam- 
bling was found, Several of these com- 
plaints were investigated yesterday in lo- 
calities on the West Side, but nothing was 
found to justify them. Captain Colleran 
said no favor would be shown the gamblers 
on account of the appro&ching election. The 
detectives have been instructed to raid gam- 
bling houses wherever they are found, and 
all complaints, no matter from what source, 
are followed. up. The plan of detailing de- 
tectives for the special purpose of looking 
after gamblers has been abandoned and 
when a place is to be investigated Captain 
Colleran sends out the first man or men 
available for the purpose. He thinks men 
Kept continuously on this line of work be- 
come too well acquainted with the gam- 
blers to perform efficient service.

M’GEE MURDER SUSPECTS HELD 


Coroner’s Jury Charges George H. Jacks | 
with the.Crime—Others Con- 
sidered Accessories. 


A Coroner’s jury held an inquest yester- 
day in the case of Andrew McGee, the aged 
dairyman who was robbed and killed in a 
hallway at 2080 Indiana avenue, and held 
to the grand jury on the charge of murder 
George H. Jacks, ex-Chief of Police and now 
Deputy United States Marshal at Muske- 
gon, Mich. William J. Willows, James Nu- 
gent, and Belle Steinhilber were held as 
accessories before and after the fact. Of 
those accused thy Steinhilber woman was 
the only one exAnined, and her testimony 
tended to fix the crime on Jacks. She claimed 
her own participation in the affair was 
forced upon her through fear of him. No 
evidence was found against Edward Ross 
and he has been released. Those held were 
sent to the County Jail to awnit the grand 
jury’s action. Willows’ alleged confession 
was laid before the Coroner’s jury by the 
police, who would not permit the man to 
testify.

Michigan Accuses Wisconsin 
of Professionalism. 


BARS THE BADGER TEAM. 


Declares There Will Be No Base- 
ball Games This Season. 


‘CLAIMS TO HAVE EVIDENCE. 


‘Said That Universities of Chicago and 


Illinois May Take Similar Action, 


DENIAL COMES FROM CHAMPAIGN. 


Detroit, Mich., March 12.—[Special.]—The 
University of Michigan will refuse to play 
baseball with the University of Wisconsin 
this spring, and it is now said the Uni- 
versities of Chicago and Illinois will take the 
game stand. This statement is not made on 
authority at all, but it comes from a source 
that cannot be questioned. < 

For sevéral years the alumni and students 
connected with athletics at Michigan have | 
been satisfied that the Madison teams were 
not up to the standard of the rules, either in 
jJetter or spirit, and now they have decided 
on this.step as the most dignified that can be 
It, of course, means the end of the 
Western Intercollegiate Baseball league, 
which will thus never get through a single 
season. 

On the authority of a prominent alumnus 
of the University of Michigan, your cor- 
respondent is authorized to say: ‘“* Michi- 
gan will not play Wisconsin this year be- 
eause Michigan is satisfied beyond doubt 
that the Madison team is not free from pro- 


~ fessionals. I might say there is pretty full 
evidence in the hands of Michigan alumni 


and,the Board of Control to prove profes- 
sionalism at Wisconsin. It is sufficient if it 
is necessary to use it, and it implicates the 
track team as well as the baseball! team. 
It has been galling to Michigan men during 
the last year or two to be jeered at by Wis- 


.consin alumni about the scandals at Mich- 


igan, when the very vigilant Board of Con- 
trol there unearthed some fraud in the 
management of athletics, of which, we are 
ashamed to say, there has been too much. 
However, this did not sound pleasant, be- 
cause we were morally certain that there 


- were regularly wrong practices at Madison, 


and if they were pointed out to the faculty 
Board of Control] at Wisconsin they were let 
pass—in other words, winked at. 

“The same sentiment prevails among the 
alumni of Illinois and Chicago with whom 
I have talked. Of course; I cannot pretend 
to speak for the Boards of Contro] at these 
places, but I shall be surprised if they do 
not take the same stand as Michigan. ' 

“No doubt this matter will raise a great 
howl at Wisconsin. and in the interest of 
friendly, gentlemanly sport at these insti- 
tutions of the middle West it is lamentable 
that it should arise. It comes only as the 
result of intense feeling among the athletic 
authorities of these institutions that their 
teams should meet those of Wisconsin only 
when they can do it on a fair and equal 
basis, and that will be when the teams are 
held strictly to the same standards. If 
facts are needed to sustain Michigan's posi- 
tion, do not fear that they cannot be pro- 
duced, though there is no intention of stir- 
ring up a controversy.’’ 


WILL DEMAND POSITIVE EVIDENCE. 


Chicago and Illinois Not Likely to Fol- 
low the Lead Taken by Michigan. 


Chicago is not likely to enter into any boyeotting 
agreement with Michigan unless positive proor 
is brought against some member of the Wisconsin 
team, but inasmuch as the personne! of the Bad- 
ger nine is not yet known, the maroons are not 
prepared to make any statements regarding their 
attitude. It is the opinion of athletic leaders that 
the proper place to settle any disputes is in the 
alumni ‘board, which is likely to be given charge

“The league is a well-known organiza- 
tion,” he said, and has had codnsiderab‘e in- 
fluence in the politics of the nation. TI 
reached:Chicago in the interest 6f ancther 
petition just after the Maine accident, and 
abandoned that in the interest of a petition 
to Congress to protect the gold reserve and 
maintain specie payments in the event of 
war with Spain.

New York.Ranks First, Then Pennsyl- 
vania, Then Illinois. 
| 


SOLDIERS, NOT RAW RECRUITS. 


IKE the fire department, the army, 
navy, and National Guard are seldom 
thought of by the average citizen until 
some danger makes the citizen think. 
It is gafe to say that more men have 

“read up” on the national defense since the 
destruction of the Maine than ever before 
in our country’s history. The army, navy, 
and naval reserve have each received a 
great deal of attention, but the main bul- 
wark, the National Guard, is very little 
known a8 a whole. This little sketch has 
been prepared to show what our reserve 
army of 112,000 is and where it is located. 
In point of efficiency by far the most ef- 
fective division is that of Pennsylvania. 
The Keystone State troops are the most 
businesslike from top to bottom of the en- 
tire National Guard, and are fully equipped 


for active servicé. Within a day the 8,000° 


men can be mobilized, and the second day 
would see them well on their way to the 
South. No one who saw the magnificent 
Third Brigede pour into Hazleton last Sep- 
tember with machinelike regularity can 
ever forget the sight. In heavy marching 
order the Pennsylvanians resemble the 
volunteers of war days more than the rez- 
ulars of today, but when they step off, the 
quick step and the manual of arms quickly 
show that they are strictly up to date. 
Pennsyivania is one of the few States with 
a Major General commanding the forces, 
which are subdivided into three brigades, 
composed of fifteen regiments and two 
battalions.of infantry, three troops of-cav- 
alry, three batteries, and some staff troops. 
The Ninth Regiment has a signal detach- 
ment, which wes of great value at Hazleton, 
and wr A other regiments are now form- 
‘ing simila orised. There is a State signal 
corps authorized, ut it is not yet fully or- 
: Lesson of the 1877 Riots. 
Pennsylvania received the rudest shock 
of any State from rioters in 1877, when some 
of the regiment, commanded by inefficient 
officers, or sent out without rations and 


- ammunition, were driven by mobs, and only 


rescued by the strong arm of the regular 
army. But the old State appreciated the 
lesson, and a real army was formed. Since 
that time her troops have reached the apex 
for readiness for service. The lessons of 
Pittsburg were not lost, and at Homestead 
‘fn 1892 and Hazleton in 1897 the moral pres- 
ence of the highly disciplined troops was 
sufficient and not a shot was fired, although 
the lawless elements of the community were 
like powder magazines. The orders for 
Homestead came onfe Sunday, and the next 
day the Second and Thind Brigades had mo- 


 bilized and. were in the town, 5,000 strong, 


while the First Brigade reported at Gretna, 
in eastern Pennayivania. The little mis- 
takes made there were carefully noted, and 
when at midnight on,Sept. 10 last the Third 
' Brigade was ordered to proceed to Hazelton,

spirit is easily aroused in hungry or under- 
fed troops, but no-well fed army ever 
growled to any extent. Like nearly all the 
National Guard, the N. G. P. carries the 
Springfield 45, and has considerable rifle 
practice. Ably officered, well organized, and 
composed of sturdy men, the old Keystone 


’ @ivision would be a most formidable body 


to encounter, and with its keen esprit de 
corps it would make a fine record in the for- 
eign service. 

Next to Pennsylvania comes ..e National 
Guard of Illinois, with nearly 7,000 men in 
batt'e array. There are also three brigades 
in Tlinois, the First in Chicago and the Sec- 
ond and Third in the State outside. This 
also follows Pennsylvania, for its First 
‘Brigade is in Philadelphia, while the others 
‘are scattered thtoughout the State. But 
the Illinois regiments are much larger. Her 
geven infantry regiments are each nearly a 
thousand strong, while the Eastern organ- 
izations number bug 600 each. Illinois has 
also an efficient ca@vairy squadron of four 
froops and three light batteries, one of 

which (A) probably is the most efficient 
national guard battery in the country.

than any other division, but for uniform ex- 
_cellence throughout the guard it is not equal 
“to Pennsylvania. Illinois has also a colored 
battalion of four companies, which ap- 

roaches very closely to an army standard. 
The two regiments. for rough and ready 
mark t the State are generally thought to 
be the Second of Chicago and the Third of 
northern Iilinois, as they have excelient rec- 
ords and have seen more service than any 
other: regiaents. For accurate rifle shcot- 
ing the-Sixth of Rock Island and vicinity 
probably excels any State regiment, and the 
‘others are good for any kind of service. 
The First is composed of a highly intelli- 
gent class and will prove a valuable training 
achool for volunteer officers. 

Larger numerically than any other guard, 
the splendid troops of New York have been 
hampered for years by the curse of poii- 
tics, a defective organization, and too little 
field service. But with the appointment of 
a Major General and the divisional forma- 
tion thagnare is assuming shape. No regi- 
ments in the country have more glorious rec- 
ords than those of Manhattan and Brooklyn, 
but the separate company system has hung 
like a wet blanket for years of the rural 
troops. 
type. Bach regiment has a full dress outfit, 
different from the others, and on 4 parade 
the soldier used to the comparatively 4ombér 
uniforms of the army almost believes him- 
self in Burope, a8 the gray-coated Seventh, 
the white clad Twenty-third, and the foreign 
looking cavalry Squadron come by.

New England’s Efficient Troops. 


The New Baegland troops are typical of 
the people by whom they are maintained. 
Highly trained, conservative, well-equipped, 
and ready for duty, they would give a good 
account of themselves. Maine has a fine 
brigade, some 4,000 strong, and is well 
matched by New Hampshire. The troops 
of both these States are of a high class, and 
are very intelligent. Vermont has a regi- 
ment and some mounted troops, all of good 
quality. Massachusetts has a small divis- 
ion, the best of the regiments being the 
First Heavy Artillery. This splendid or- 
ganization realized some years 4g0 that 
the number of heavy artillerymen in the 
country was woefully small, and resolved 
to do what it could to remedy it. It was 
then the First Infantry, M. V. M., but was 
converted into a heavy artillery regiment: 
Each year their tour of duty has been at 
Fort Wafren, in Boston harbor, working 
at the heavy guns, and today their fore- 
sight will be of great value. Should war 
ensue, the men who know ‘how to fire the 
new breech-loading rifies will be very much 
wanted, and, unlike infantrymen, they are 
very scarce. Massachusetts has also the 
oldest military organization in the country, 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery of 
Boston. It dates from 1637, but is not really 
a military body, as nearly all ite members’ 
belong to other corps. The Massachusetts 
infantry — are well up in rifle practice, 
and will be “right there” in any emer- 
gency. 

The little State of Rhode Island has the 
two oldest real military bodies in the coun- 
try, the Newport Arullery and the Provi- 
dence Light Infantry. The latter still wear 
the red coat adopted long before the revo- 
lution, and are the élite of the city where 
they are recruited. The balance of “ Little 
Rhody’s” contingent are good troops, and 
are well matched by the Connecticut bri- 
gade. The Governor's Guards of the latter 
State are also very old, and have a revo- 
lutionary record. They, too, wear the an- 
.elent scarlet. Connecticut and Illinois have 
the only efficient State Signal Corps. That 
of the New Engiand State uses the bicycle 
for transportation. The great disadvantage 
under which all the New England States 
labor is that of having practically no field 
work. Riots that the police cannot subdue 
are unknown in New England, and all the 
soldiering is in camps of instruction. While 
such a condition is a happy one from the 
moral standpoint, yet the great riots of 
Pennsyivania, Illinois, and New York have 
been invaluable as schools of war to their 
guardsmen. 


Southern States in Good Order. 


Going south we find that New Jersey has 
an excellent brigade, as has also the State of 
Delaware. Maryland has some excellent 
regiments,. notably the Fifth Infant 
Baltimore. Virginia and West Virginia 
excellent guards, and the “‘ Old Dominion ‘" 
possesses the only State cavalry regiment in 
the country. Passing on to North Carolina 
we find a fine brigade. To the Fourth In- 
fantry of this State belongs the honor of 
making a practice march through the 
eountry in lieu of their annual camp, a dis- 
tinction shared only by the Third Illinois, 
which inaugurated the custom. 

South Carolina keeps up the largest force 
in proportion to its population, some 4,000, 
of whom 1,500 are designated as cavalry. 
However, the South Carolina troops have 
had little service, and their efficiency is 
largely based on the gallant records of many 

members.

Last week there was sold at the American 
_ gArt Galleries in New York, which have so 
recently beheld the dispersion of the splen- 
did Stewart and the Dana and Fuller collec- 
tions, a collection of American art, “ brought 
together” and “ placed on exhibition "’-by 
Mr. Pincus Chock. It is not positively 
stated that he owned the pictures, a fact 
which suggests that at least a number of 
them were not owned by him. Even his 
*name has something strange and unreal 
about it. But since Mr. Hoke Smith has 
been a member of Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet 
one is less prone to assume that strange 

names imply mythical personages. 

It is barely possible that the name of a man 
who owned a collection of 818 works by 
American artists should remain unknown to 
fame, but the follow quotations from re- 
views of the collectiOn suggest that it is 
simply an aggregation of minor works by a 
large group of well-known artists, brought 
together for sale, which Mr. Pincus Chock, 

* be he real or imaginary, has been good 
enough to father: 

“ This lot of pictures is by no means homo- 
geneous. While some of the best names in 
American art are found in’ the catalogue, 
there are also many that are comparatively 
unknown or that are unimportant. Most of 
the pictures are small; none exceeds medium 
size. None of the works by the ablest men is 
Scapital work. But while the general aver- 
age of the collection is not so high as a more 
truly representative collection would show, 
and while a considerable number of the 
pictures are too slight in mOtive or too poor 
in execution to make them worthy of men- 
tion, there are many that may be classified 
as good examples of the work of good men.”’ 

. The collection, including as it does so 
many pictures by artists so unequal in rank, 
with some of the best names and many that 
do not count for much, yet contains no single 
work of surpassing merit. The successes 
of the Society of American Artists and 
Academy Exhibitions have not come into 
Mr. Chock’s possession. On the other hand, 
while the collection is so miscellaneous in 
character, there is a goodly number of exceil-

Both France and Russia immediately set 
to work to follow suit, having had under 
consideration at the time the model of a 
quick-firing gun, the adoption of which had 
been delayed until then on considerations 
of cost, the change entailing an expenditure 
of no less than $50,000,000. 

These considerations were of course at once 
cast to the winds the moment the French 
government learned from the military at- 
taché that Germany was provided with 
quick-firing guns, which would place the 
French force at a_ terrible disadvantage 
unless it was equipped with ordnance of 
the same character. 


Consequently orders were immediately 
placed not only with all the government 
factories, but also with a number of private 
firms in France, which are working night 
and day. , 

It is estimated, however, that in spite of 
this the rearmament of the French and 
Russian artillery cannot possibly be com- 
pleted until the middle of next year at the 
very earliest, and in the meantime Ger- 
many, in the event of war. breaking out, 
would enjoy a tremendous advantage over 
her foes, since it is estimated that two of 
these new quick-firing guns are more than 
equal to an eight-gun battery of field guns. 

It is hardly necessary to say that the 
French and Russian military attachés at 
Berlin have recently been superseded by 
their respective governments, who consider 
that they have been exceedingly amiss in 
their duty in permitting a transformation 
of this radical and extensive character to 
take place under their very noses with- 
out their knowing anything whatsoever 
about it until completed. ;

The cut seems to have been precipitated 
largely by personal feeling, without an idea 
it would continue. A week or two ago some 
of the manufacturers became alarmed at 
the poor prospect of being able to restore 
prices in the absence of any agreement be- | 
tween themselves, and numerous drug stores 
were visited and their proprietors sought to | 
be made to believe the business would inter- 
fere with their ice-cream soda water busi- 


ness. 

Most of the drug men declined -to believe 
it, and one of the large ice-cream concerns 
retorted with an announcement it proposed 
to maintain the cut all summer.

European Belentists ‘Discover Records 
of Hot and Cold “ Spells,” anda 
Hot One Is Due. 


celebrated Swiss scientist, Professor 
Po Ra of Bern, has carefully studied the 
question whether the present climate is con- 
stant, and has found not less than twenty- 
five different periods of changing climates 
since the year 1000, attended by remark- 
able changes of hot and cold periods, and 
also attended by political and social changes 
in the habits and condition of the human 
reference to this statement Professoz 
Maurer in Meteorologischo Zeitschrift, from 
his own researches, predicts a period of heat 
with mild winters and extremely hot sum- 
mers, tocommence with the approaching new 
century. Professor Maurer draws his con- 
clusions from observations recorded in the 
Berlin observatory since the year 1720. The 
records show that mild winters have been 
followed by hot summers, and a moderate 
summer temperature by cold winters. The 
changes the climate in recent years has 
undergone corresponds exactly with former 
periods, and science has, according to 
Professors Briickner and Maurer, satisfac- 
torily demonstrated that climate depends 
on what may be termed the revolving prin- 
ciple of the atmosphere, bringing grad- | | 
vuatedly increasing periods of heated and 
colder cycles of climate.

-. It the dispatches from Washington 

_ ~printed in yesterday’s papers are to be be- 
lieved, the big stock gamblers in Wall street 
are climbing into the saddle, and are shap- 
ing the policy of the government in the 
Cuba business in a way to enable them to 
make another hau! not only at the expense of 
the lambs sporting about Wall street but at 
the expense of the honor of this country and 
the duty and reputation of its President. 
They would ruin and disgrace others to add 
to their ill-gotten gains. 

War rumors have created successive 
panics in the stock market, and the weak, 
jack rabbit gamblers have suffered heavily. 
‘They will not return to the scene of their

..be no war with Spain to punish her black 
treachery. Then the “lambs” will again 
“flock into Wall street for another fleecing 
by the big gamblers. No matter how much 
the operation may disgrace the President 
and the nation, what do those big gamblers 
‘care? 
To return to the question: Have the 
- ‘Wall street stock gamblers hypnotized the 
administration and inspired it with a fear 
of Spain? And is that the cause of the 
alleged faith in “ autonomy ” for Cuba and 
negotiations for money damages from k- 
rupt Spain for perfidioualy destroying the 
Maine and its crew?

A WARLIKE ERA. 

' The beginning of the year 1898 will be 
memorable in history as an epochmaking 
period. At no time during the century just 
coming to a close have there been so thany 
and such widespread evidences of popular 
unrest and international friction threaten- 
ing to culminate in the clash of arms as 
within the last few months; and if we are 
not to pass into a warlike cycle it will be 
because of the universal knowledge that 
the advances made during the last gen- 
eration in the science of arms and the con- 
struction of war engines has rendered a 
conflict between first-class powers, whether 
by land or sea, so destructive as to approach 
annihilation. In the present stage of the 
science such wars are likely to be brief and 
end in speedy victory for one party or the 
other; but while they last they inflict more 
widespread destruction of life and property 
than at any previous period in the world’s 
history. It is to the general consciousness 
of this fact, perhaps, rather than to any 
special development of a spirit of amity or 
increased regard for the rights of each 
other among many of the nations of the 
world, that we are to look for a continuance 
of peace. 

The war between Spain and the Cuban 
insurgents has now fairly entered upon the 
fourth year of its duration with less pros- 
pect of success for Spain than during the 
first year—in fact, the success of the revo- 
lution is now regarded as practically ac- 
complished with the terms of peace to be 
settled at an early day by the acknowledg- 
ment of Cuban independence or by inter- 
yention. This was followed in the second 
year of its progress by a similar outbreak 
against Spanish rule in the Philippine 
Islands, and, although this was claimed to 
have beén suppressed about the time of the 
withdrawal of Weyler from Cuba, it is now 
reported to have broken out afresh, The 
most formidable war oi the last year was 
that between Greece and Turkey, and, al- 
though it was brief, it was conducted while 
in progress with great vigor, especially on 
the part of Turkey, which was completely 
victorious, although restrained from reap- 
ing the full fruits of its success by the action 
of the allied powers. 


Apart from our own differences vith 


Spain over the Cuban question, which have 
grown chronic and repeatedly assiimed a 
critical aspect within the last year, there 
has been an unusual amount of friction 
growing out of differences on boundary 


questions, chiefly between the republics on 
the western continent. ‘These issues have 


led to threatened ruptures between Peru 
and Bolivia and Chile and the Argentine 


confederation in South America, and, latter- 


ly, between Nicaragua and Costa Rica in 


Central America, besides attempted revolo- 
tions in Nicaragua, Brazil, and Venesue.a. 
Although the situation is still critical in 


Central America, the point of actual hos- 
tilities has not been reached. 


In the old world the heaviest war cloud 
has hung over eastern China during the 


last three months, and, although it had 
partly lifted for a time, there are just 
now evidences of gathering strength. 
Curiously enough this involves the principal 
nations of western Europe, Russia, France, 
Germany, and Great Britain, with Japan as 


a deeply interested spectator and likely to 


become an important contingent in case of 


actual hostilifies—the controversy growing 
out of conflicting interests in the appropria- 


tion of Chinese territory. This is liable to 


develop into formidable proportions, and 
will be watched with eager interest through- 


out the world. 

Coming farther west there are threat- 
enings of a renewal of trouble with the 
Afghan tribesmen in the northwestern 
border of British India, which caused so 


much anxiety in England and such heavy 
loss of life and property during the closing 


months of the last year. In case of a war 


between Great Britain and Russia these 
difficulties will ineyitably be renewed and 


become formidable, backed as the tribesmen 


would be by Russian influence and fur- 


nished with Russian arms. 


The prospect of a clash between English 
and French claims in the Niger country in 


west Africa has occasioned much anxiety 
in England, and, although an actual con- 


flict has been averted for the time by the 
declaration of the French Cabinet that it 


has no purpose to encroach upon. English

been causing considerable anxiety to his 
English neighbors in south Africa by his 
preparations for some anticipated move- 
ment on the part of his enemies, and should 
actual conflict result would probably loo 
to Germany for active sympathy. | 
The best assurance both England and 
Germany have of continued peace on the 
part of their volatile and ever watchful 
rival, France, consists in the evidence fur- 
nished during the late Zola trial, that it is 
itself resting on a voleano which is liable t» 
burst into eruption at any moment. The 
threat of war between Bulgaria and Tur- 
key may be passed over as of no particular 
moment, as Russia will be likely to hold 
the combatants in check unless it has rea-

an actual conflict. In the meanwhile Rus- 
sia, with characteristic and stolid indiffer- 
ence to the troubles of its neighbors, is 
likely to go on appropriating Chinese terri- 
tory without asking leave of its rivals, 
while France, relying upon its friendship, 
will try.to follow its example in southern 
China, leaving Great Britain, Germany, 
and Japan to quarrel over the remainder. 


DR. KLEBS’ IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 

The discovery credited to Dr. Edwin 
Klebs, professor of pathology in Rush Med- 
ical College of this city, as announced in 
Tur TRIBune a week ago, has excited wide 
interest among scientists as one of the most 
important of the present time. For a gen- 
eration no question of scientific research 
has absorbed so large a degree of attention 
among the medical fraternity, at least at 
certain seasons and in certain sections of 
the country, as the attempted discovery of 
the cause of that most dreaded of all in- 
fectious diseases, yellow fever. At each 
-recurring visitation the ablest members of 
the profession have given to the subject the 
most careful study and investigation, and 
many a valuable life has been sacrificed in 
the search for causes which if discovered 
might mean protection for the lives of un- 
told thousands of others. 
‘While the germ theory has generally been 
accepted as accounting for the origin of 
the disease, the exact nature of the germ 
has been a question about which there has 
been a wide diversity of opinion among med- 
ical experts. The investigations and ex- 
periments of an Italian physician during the 
‘last year were watched with deep interest, 
' and his conclusions have received wide at- 
' tention, although it is yet too early to de- 
termine their exact value. | 

If the discovery of Dr. Klebs should prove 
what is claimed for it, it promises, while 
upsetting other theories, to prove of the 
highest value, as it strips the disease of 
some of the most dangerous features here- 
tofore attributed to it—especially that of 
infection from the air through the medium 
of the lungs. According to his theory, the 
yellow fever germ is “a protozoa of the 
class amocbe, as distinguished from bac- 
teria,” instead of being a bacillus, as 
claimed by Dr, Savanarelli. 

On this theory it is claimed that the con- 
trol of the disease will be a simple matter, 
saving thousands of dollars to the govern- 
ment on account of quarantine, besides 
minimizing the danger of infection when 
proper means are employed to prevent it. 
The following statement of results claimed, 
as well as the operation of the disease, pre- 
sents Dr. Klebs’ theory in concise form: 


Each resident of a Southern city which is in 
danger of infection will hold the question of his 
own immunity from the disease in his own hand, 
for Professor Klebs insists that the fever cannot 
be contracted if all food or water that passes 
through the mouth is properly sterilised. He de- 
clares that the yellow fever organism can only be 
found in the stomach, duodenum, and liver, show- 
ing that the disease is taken through the alimen- 
tary organs; that .it cannot be brought into the 
system through the medium of the lungs. 


Dr. Kiebs’ theories will be regarded as 
all the more trustworthy in consideration 
of the fact that his experiments were con- 
ducted in New Orleans, Mobile, and other 
Southern cities duting the yellow fever 
visitation of the last year. Should it be con- 
firmed in practice its value to all yellow 
fever stricken countries—including the gulf 
States of the American union—cannot be 
overestimated. | 

Nor can the claim be made that the United 
States should not send any soldiers to Cuba 
to drive the Spaniards out of the island be- 
cause of the danger of the importation of 
yellow fever into this country by the fe- 
turning soldiers. That fever cannot be 
made an argument against freeing Cuba.

Each 
ward is to be divided into sections, and a 
man and team, to be paid by the day or 
month, will be hired to do the work in each 
section.

By cutting the work up into such small 
chunks it will not be necessary to advertise 
for bids. That is to say, there will be small 
jobs for over a thousand Democrats who 
own or can get teams and who can get the 
indorsement of some ward committeeman.

THE EMPEROR DID NOT SAY IT. 

The morning papers of yesterday con- 
tained a Berlin dispatch to a Madrid paper 
stating that at a family dinner— 

Emperor William wttered the following. really 
startling words in consequence of the conversa- 
tion having turned upon Cuban affairs. The Ger- 


man Emperor, placing the hilt of his sword on 
the table, said: .‘‘ What I declare is that as long 


as William II. ts Emperor of Germany the 
Yankees will not take possession of Cuba.’’ 

Remarks made at private dinners of the 
Emperor do not usually get into the papers. 
So the story was intrinsically improbable. 
But through excess of caution the German 
Foreign office has gone to the trouble of 
denying it. It has instructed the “ inspired 
press” to deny emphatically— 


That Germany will aid Spain in case of war with 


the United States, and to point out that the United 
States is an excellent customer of Germany, and 
that Spain, since the Carolinas squabble, has re- 
peatedly shown uhfriendliness to Germany. 
Why should Germany aid Spain? The 
German Emperor is a believe> in the “ di- 
vine right of Kings.” He probably looks 
with disfavor on the revolt of a colony. But 
Cuba is not his colony, and Spain is not a 
country with which Germany has intimate 
relations, commercial or otherwise. The 
United States is a country with which Ger- 
many carries on a great deal of business. 
‘There are many Germans who would like 
to see certain American products excluded 
from Germany, but while a war would shut 
out those products most thoroughly it 
would also keep all - German products out 
of the United States. - 
. Germany will not lift a finger to help 
Spain. Nor is there any other Buropean 
country that will do so. \They have much 
to lose and nothing to gain by it. Some of 
their rulers might feel emotionally inclined 
to help a monarchy against a democracy. 
But they will not let their emotions get the 
upper hand of their common sense. 


Our best assurance of continued peace is 
in being prepared for war.

GOLF NOTES. 


(BY H. J. WHIGHAM.} 

The United States Golf association has 
accepted the invitation of the Canadian 
Golf association to play an international 
match at Toronto during the coming sum- 
mer. The meeting should be of some inter- 
est in spite of the fact that a team match 
is no test of golf. There may be some con- 
siderable difficulty in getting together a 
really representative team trom this coun- 
try on account of the vast area from which 
our golfers have to be recruited. A great 
many good players find it hard enough to 
attend the two national tournaments, open 
and amateur, without the further necessity 
of giving up a week to Torohto. Still there 
should be no difficulty in getting together a 
team of eight or ten composed of excellent 
material and strong enough, on paper at 
least, to make a good showing against the 
best exponents of the game in Canada. 

Mr. Henderson is one of the finest play- 
ers in the Dominion and one of the few who 
have competed in a tournament in this coun- 
try. He falied to qualify, for some extraor- 
dinary reason, at Lakewood last Novem- 
ber, but he certainly ought to have been 
well up in the first section if he had played 
anywhere near his proper form. He has re- 
cently come to Canada irom Lancashire, in 
England, where he has frequently ¢ncoun- 
tered Mr. Harold Hilton, the present open 
champion of Great Britain. He is an ex- 
ceedingly pretty player, with a style not 

that of the English champion. 


It is not unlikely that we shall be visited 
this summer by a team from England. Mr. 
Broadwood, an enthusiastic Yorkshire golf- 
er, had almost completed arrangements to 
bring over a team of British amateurs last 
fall at the time of the Nationa! association's 
meeting at Wheaton. Unfortunately the 
project had to be given up for various rea- 
sons; but Mr. Broadwood may succeed in 
earrying out his plan during the coming 
Season, The British golfers could not play 
for the amateur championship of America 
at Morris County, because they are not mem- 
bers of recognized clubs in this country. 
But there would be nothing to prevent them 
entering for the open championship in Jure, 
and that would be a very good time for their 
arrival in America. Mr. Broadwood will 
not bring a team unless he can secure four 
at least of the very best players in England. 
They would be selected from Messrs. F. G. 
Tait, J. E. dlay, W. Mure-Ferguson, E. 
Blackwell, H. H. Hilton, J. Ball, Horace 
Hutchinson, and Leslie M. Balfour-Melville. 
Any four of these players would be repre- 
sentative of the best British form, and there 
are, of course, many younger players :ess 
known to fame who would be equally capa- 
ble of representing Great Britain on this 
side of the .Atlantic. On a links like 
Wheaton I am afraid they would adminis- 
ter o9 sound defeat to eny American com- 
bination, but on some of the Eastern courses, 
where the element of luck is very great, they 
might not be so formidable. 

It may not be generally known that one 
of the finest Scotch amateurs Mr. Edward 
Blackwell, is a resident of California. Un- 
fortunately he is far removed from any 
golf course and so has never taken part in 
any contest in this country. He is one of 
the most powerful players living, and is 
probably the longest driver in the world. 
There are a great many golfers who occa- 
sionally make a drive of 25 yards or more, 
but their average distance is not extraor- 
dinary. With Mr. Blackwell it is not a case 
of one long drive in fifty, but a constant 
habit of outdriving the very best players 
by thirty or forty yards, and that gives him 
an cnormous advantage. which he is prone 
occasionally to lose upon the putting green. 
His presence at either meeting of the Na- 
tional association would lend an -added iIn- 
terest to the event. The question of scoring 
in team matches has aroused some interest 
lately. The ordinary method is to add to- 
gether the number of holes won by each 
member of the team and let the total sum 
on each side decide the victory. That this 
is not a very satisfactory plan may be shcwn 
by taking a case which might very easily 
occur in practicé. Six men from St. An- 


drew’'s, for instance, play against six from’ 
Newport. Five Newport men win their 


matches by narrow margins, and the sixth 
to pieces and comes in twelve hov:es 
down to his opponent. The result is «hat 
although St. Andrew’s has lost five games 
out of six she gains the victory in the match 
on account of the preponderant score of her 
last man. | 
On the other hand, {t would not be fair to 
let the decision rest according to the num- 
ber of matches won on either side, for then 
a player would help his side equally wheth- 
er he defeated Opponent by one hole or 
sixteen. 


Probably some method of scoring may be 
adopted by the Executive committee, which 
will give due weight both to the winning of 
separate matches and the winning of holes. 
It must be remembered, however, that such 
a method must be more or less arbitrary, for 
the simple reason that golf never was in- 
tended to be a game for team matches, and 
the victory of one team over another. in 
whatever manner the score is counted, does 
not really prove anything at all. 
matches are doubtless excellent inst‘tutions 
from a social point of view; they lead to 
closer relations between different golf clubs 


and they affordsa great deal of innocent: 


amusement. In the case of an international 
contest, moreover, the meeting of playe 
from different countries may be very ifiter- 


esting. But the word team cannot prop- 


erly be applied to golfers, because there is 
no possibility for any team work in the 
game. The game of golf consists, properly 
speaking, of the personal encounter between 
two players or between two pairs of players. 
A club cannot play against another, because 
there is no means of properly estimating the 
result. And it is a very fortunate thing for 
the game of golf in this country that team 
matches never can be taken very seriously, 
because they would in time ruin the game 
as an amateur sport. 

Consequently it is not a matter of very 
great importance how the question of scor- 
ing in team matches is decided, although 
as long as team matches are played it is just 
as well to award victory as fairly as possi- 
bi# It is worthy of remark that for one 
competition which is played over the links 
of a club in Scotland or England there are 
thirty played over the most unimportant 
course in this country. Team matches and 
pot-hunting competitions are not quite itn 
the same category, but they both owe their 
existence to two things—firstly, the spirit 
of rivalry, which is a special characteristic 
of the American character; and, secondly, 
to the inferiority of most of our courses at 
present to courses in Great Britain. The 
latter cause will be removed in time: but as 
long as the links are not in first-class condi- 
tion some extra inducement in the shape of 
a@ prise or a team match is necessary to 
make the game enjoyable. It is the spirit 
of rivalry which makes successful players 
in any game, and that spirit will continue to 
be a potent factor in American golf. But it 
ie to be hoped that tn a few years the 
courses in America will be greatly improved, 
and then the game will be thoroughly en- 


joyed for its own sake.

Lieutenant John Paul Jones. . 
It was early in January of the year 1776 
that Captain Esek Hopkins, commander of 
the American revolutionary fleet, stepped 
aboard his flagship, the Alfred, to enter upon 
his new duties. Immediately a signal was 
given by the officer in charge, and a young 
Lieutenant hoisted a yellow flag, on which 
was the device of a pine tree and a rattle- 
snake, with the motto ‘* Don’t tread on me.” 
This was the first American flag, and the 
young Lieutenant was John Paul Jones. 
Likes the humble hero of the Essex who ex- 
cited Farragut’s admiration, Jones was a 
Scotchman by birth, but the country yet. 
unborn never had a more patriotic cham- 
pion. He was the beginning of that long 
line of adopted sons who, multiplied into 
the’ thousands, have vied with the native- 
borg in devotion to the state. There was 
something symbolical in the picture of old 
Captain Esek looking approvingly on while 
Lieutenant John Paul raised the new ban- 
ner, something prophetic of the future of 
the great nation which was to send out 
such a hospitable welcome to the peoples 
of the world as had never been dreamed of. 
Lieutenant Jones did not remain a Lieuten- 
ant long. He was soon promoted to the 
rank of Captain and early gave evidence of 
a remarkable skill In seamanship which 
amounted togenius. There are many stories 
of his baffling maneuvers in the face of a 
superior force and of his success in captur- 
ing prizes, but these will be passed over 
for that supreme moment of his career 
which exemplified not only that genius 
which has been mentioned, but also his su- 
perb courage and invincible tenacity, The 
date was Sept. 23, 1779; the place, the North 
Sea, off Flamborough Head, on the north-. 
east coast of England. It was 6:30 p. m. 
when the report of two broadsides stariled,

the opening of the battle between the Bon- 
homme Richard, Commander John Paul 
Jones, and H. M. 8. Serapis, Commander 
Pearson. A word about boats, crews, and 
consorts is now necessary in order to an 
adequate understanding of what this en- 
gagement meant.

was the queerest instrument of war. that 
ever came down the pike. This isa violent

Among other things it aroused 
the nation to a sense of the inferiority of the 
arms with which I!ts soldiers were armed. 
Not only were the arms of an inferior qual- 
-ity and of obsolete pattern, but the scarcity 
of these was such that the government 
was compelled not only to collect all the 
Old-fashioned guns of every description 
that could be found at home, but it had to 
buy all the worthless arms of European 
countries with which to supply the im- 
ménse army that was being mobilized for 
the nation’s defense. Those old tools are 
‘being used as material out of which to man- 
ufacture new aris. 

In 1855 the muzzle loading Springfield rifle 
was adopted, but at the breaking out of the 
civil war they were so scarce—for com- 
paratively few had been made, and many 
of those were in the hands of the South— 
that the supply was in no wise equal to the 
demand. 


Old Flint Lock Replaced. 

The first advance made in the improve- 
ment of firearms was when the percussion 
cap replaced the old flint lock. Notwith- 
Standing the fact that the latter would 
-be a jaughing stock at the present day, 
“Olid Hickory’s"’ Kentucky rifle men, 
armed with the flint lock squirrel rifle, did 
more execution at the battle of New Or- 
leans than was ever done before or has 
ever been done since by the same number 
of men in the same length of time, though 
if Jackson's men at New Orleans had been 
armed with any of the modern military 
guns of today there would not have been 
enough of the British army left to tell 
what had become of the others. 

When the percussion cap was invented it 
was thought that perfection had well nigh 
been reached in the art of making firearms, 
but that was only the dawn of the day of 
invention that was at hand. 

The first breech loader was invented by 
John H. Hall in 1811, and after a trial a 
large number was ordered for the armory 
at Harper's Ferry. A carbine of the same 
snake was ordered for the cavalry, but the 
gun never became a favorite with the army, 
though the carbihes were used up to the 
time of the Mexican war, when the Hall 
breech loader dropped out of sight, though 
its inventor originated the idea of the mod- 
ern popular weapon. 

The first step toward a permanent breech 
loading rifle made by this government was 
the invention of the Spencer magazine 
breech loading carbine, which wis ex- 
tensively used by the union cavalry during 
the latter part of the civil war. The maga- 
zine of this gun is contained in the butt 
of the rifle and is made to contain seven 
cartridges. The Henry rifle followed and 
differs from the Spencer in that it contains 
seventeen cartridges and the magagzine is 
under the barrel and paralle! with it.

Springfield Rifle Still Valuable. 


This gun was adopted by the War de- 
partment in 1878 out of 100 competitors, and 
it continued to be universally used until the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle supplanted it in the 
army and the Lee in the navy; though there 
are a good many men in the army who still 
believe it to be as efficient for all round use 
a8 any gun In existence. Its range is 1,000 
yards, and it is said that an expert can hit 
& man three times out of four at that dis- 
tance. It is doubtful whether as much can 
be said of any other rifle. While the Krag- 
Jorgensen, the rifle now in use, has a range 
of 2,000 yards, its trajectory is such that, ex- 
cept when fired at an immense solid body

Krag-Jorgensens in Use. 

There are in all about 25,000 Krag-Jorgen- 
sen rifles and carbinés in ‘use in the United 
States army. The rifle is a Swedish inven- 
tion, and is manufactured at the United 
‘States armory at Springfield, Mass. It is 
said the government pays the inventor a 
‘royalty of §2 on every rifie manufactured. 

The revolvers used during the civil war 
were the Colt and Remington, and the only 
change is the adoption of thé Colt entirely, 
with a reduction in caliber to .38 from .45 of 
an inch, and of course the substitution of 
the cartridge for the percussion cap and 
. Another improvement is the use 
of smokeless powder instead of that former- 
ly used. 

One of the most fatal engines of destruc- 
tion of modern times the civil war brought . 
out is the’gatling gun. It isan American in- 
vention and is probably one of the greatest 
life destroyers extant. It consists of ten 
barrels bound together revolving around a 
central axis parallel to its bore, by means 
of a crank. The cartridges are placed in a 
hopper at the left side of the gun. As each 
barrel comes opposite the hopper a cartridge 
falls into a groove and is pushed into the 
breech by a plunger. The barrels are dis- 
charged when they reach the right side of 
the gun, and the empty shells are extracted 
by means of an extractor attached to the 
plunger. Each barrel has a separate lock. 
It is estimated that the gun will kill or 
wound, at ranges from 200 to 1,000 yards, at 
the rate of 900 per minute among broken 
ranks of infantry or on uneven ground, and 
in a close column a battery would hit 1,200 
men a minute. There is some dispute as to 
when the gun was first used, but it was not 
far from the close of the war. 


Great Changes in Ordnance. 

The changes in the artillery arm of the 
service are no less marked than in the in- 
fantry. There are no smooth bore, muzzle 
soading cannon now in use. Every gun 
must be a breech loading rifle. Prominent . 
among the smaller guns is the Hotchkiss 
rapid firing six-pounder, which has.become 
£0 popu-‘ar among theisiayers of men, 
though for killing women and children it 
Goes not compare with the Spanish army’s 
starving process in Cuba.

FASHION AND BEAUTY SEEN AT THE KEDIVE’S BALL IN CAIRO. |}¢ 


Marie Jonreati Describes the Greatest Social Event in the Egyptian City’s Busy 
Life—Three American Girls Who Danced with Their Royal 
RS Host—Many Beautiful Costumes and Some New Styles. 


AIRO, March 1.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. !—This is my last night at Cairo, 
and I am spending my time thinking 
how sorry I am to leave. It is warm 
and beautiful, like a June night at 

me, with gentle, caressing breezes and a 


stillness that encircles everything and en- 


folds the city. It is moonlight, too, and I 
can look off over the mosques and roofs with 
the sapphire night making everything clear. 
The Khedive’s ball occurred this week. 
It was the most gorgeous function that one 
can imagine, with all that wonderful fecling 
of Oriental splendor that is more barbaric 
than civilized. All nations of the carth 
were represented, and as I stood on the 
grand staircase and looked down it seemed 
to me that it was more dramatic than any- 
thing I had ever seen.

The sculptor, under agréement with the 
government, delivered to it, in March, i807, 
bronze doors for the new library of Con- 


gress, and now he finds himself in the 


meshes of apparently unending “ red tape.” 
When the doors were delivered a check for 
$15,000 was drawn on the Treasury of the 
United States and forwarded to Mr. Mac- 
monnies in Paris. The check was lost in 
transit, and then the trouble began. There 
Was no way to get the money excepting to 
wait for the assembling of Congress. This 
was learned after a deal of correspondence, 
and several references from one department, 
bureau, auditor, and clerk to another, 
Finally, on Dec. 13, a bill was introduced in 
the Senate directing the Treasurer to issue 
a duplicate check to Mr. Macmonnies. That 
was a good beginning. 

The bill was referred to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance and ordered printed. The 
committee took the matter under considera- 
tion and sent to the Treasury department 
for information. Then the bill was-returned 
to the Senate with the recommendation that 
it pass. It was thereupon ordered to be en- 
grossed for a third reading. On Jan. 11 
it was read and passed by the Senate, and 
eight days later went to the House, where it 
was referred to the Committee on Claims. 
This committee also sent to the Treasury 
department for information, and after the 
usual delay received the information from 
the acting Secretary. The bill then went 
back to the. House with a favorable recom- 
mendation, It was getting along finely. 

On Jan. 26 the bill was submitted to 
the Committee of the Whole and ordered 
printed. The printing was done and the bill 
went to the private calendar, where, for the 
present, it rests in peace.

‘ONCE A SLAVE; NOW A GREAT LANDOWNER. 


“Story of John J. Benson, Whose Possessions Include the 
Plantation Upon Which He Was Born. | 


HAT emancipation has done for one 
at least of the black race is shown 
. In a most striking manner in a let- 
ter by T. Thomas Fortune, written 
oe Kowaliga, Ala., to the New 
"Thad an experience yesterday,” he says, 
“ which few men in this country have had 
I spent five hours in the saddle riding over 
the estate of John G. Benson, who was born 
a slave Following the windings of Kowal- 
iga Creek in the northwest from its source 
to where it empties into the Sofkahatchee, 
in the northeast, I rode a distance of six 
miles, and all the land for a distance of two 
miles or more on either side, with the excep- 
tion of three small farms, which the white 
proprietors refuse to sell, is owned by Mr. 
Benson. At some points Kowaliga Creek is 
a hundred yards wide. Its bottoms produce 
ana of corn and peas, while its up- 
lands, a black, stony soil, ere famous for 
cotton. Mr. Benson has a sawmill, a grist- 
mill, and-a cotton ginning and compressing 
mill, combined in one, located on the creek 
and operated by its waters. Mr. Benson 
owns 8,000 acres of land in one body, with 
“~yirtual ownership of Kowaliga Creek, with 
the exception of a body of 277 acres, includ- 
ing Kowaliga Falls, at the source of the 
creek, and the three small farms already 
referred to. This tract of land comprises 
five large plantations, with a half dozen 
gemall ones. The Lovejoy place contains 800 
acres, for which Mr. Benson paid $8 an acre 
spot cash. The tract, comprising 600 acres, 
on which the mill is situated cost $10 an acre. 
The remainder of his holdings cost him about 
$5 an acre. Besides his actual! holdings Mr. 
Benson has $6,000 invested in farm mort- 
gages in various parts of Elmore County, 
most of them on land owned by white 
farmers, and expects in the end to own many 
of thé acres covered by. his investment, as he 
says that the farmer who gets tangled up in 
a mortgage seldom gets out of it with his 
farm. Mr. Benson also operates a country 
store in connection with his farms and mills, 
furnishing all the supplies needed by the 
forty families employed on the farms and in 


the mill. 


“ Of the 8,000 acres controlled by Mr. Ben- 
gon 1,500 are cultivated in corn and cotton 
and the like, 500 are used for pasturage, and 
1,000 furnish a supply of the finest pine, red 
oak, and hickory timber. Mr. Benson oper- 
ates his farms for the most part on shares, 
furnishing the land and the stock and the 
contracting farmers furnishing the labor and 
their keep, the product of whatever sort 
being divided half and halt. 

* There are forty families on the farms and 
60 Mr. Benson says he ‘ runs forty plows.’ 


The leases are divided up among a dozen 


men who are responsible to Mr. Benson 

r the care of the stock and the faithful 
work of the hands under them. These head 
men are responsible and experienced farm- 
ers. Many of them have never been ten 


“he has no trouble in disposing of to farmers 


they were born. To each head of a family 
is furnished a milk cow by Mr. Benson and 
miles from the Kowaliga settlement since 
he has the care of the mule he uses in plow- 
ing. Mr. Benson says that in good years he 
gets from 275 to 300 bales of cotton, besides 
an abundance of corn, the surplus of which 


less thrifty than himself. He says it is a 
common thing for him to buy corn of farm- 
ers in December for 25 cents a bushel and 
sell the same corn to the same farmers in 
June and July for 65 cents a bushel. This 
is not his fault, he says. He buys corn when 
it is cheap and sells it whenitis high. Some 
of the hands on Mr. Benson's farms go in 
heavy on cotton and run short on corn and 
meat. 

“He does not undertake to regulate such 
matters for them. When they are short of 
bread and meat he supplies them at the 
ruling market price and takes a lien on their 
prospective cotton production. In bad 
years, like the last one, when the long 
drought cut down the cotton yield by nearly 
one-half in the Kowaliga Creek district, Mr. 
Benson gets nearly all the cotton produced, 
the hand having eaten up his profits during 
the year. He says he has got tired of 
preaching to his hands that they should 
raise their own food supplies, and finds it 
more profitable and productive of less fric- 
tion and bad feeling to keep plenty of corn 
and bacon in stock to sell to them when they 
run short. 

“Mr. Benson is a quiet little man, 46 years 
old. His grandfather was a white Benson, 
who, after raising a white family in Calhoun 
County, removed to Elmore County and 
raised a yellow one. When he died during 
the war these yellow children and grand- 
children were divided up as slave property 
among the white heirs in Calhoun and Talla- 
dega Counties. It was very hard lines for 
them, as their father had not treated them 
as slaves in the full sense of the term, but 
had allowed them to have many privileges 
and immunities not enjoyed by the comimon 
run of slaves, but, as in other cases 
there was no help for it. 

* John fell to a white Benson at Talladega, 
and remained at that place until 1869, when 
he returned to Kowaliga settlement and 
purchased on credit 160 acres of land three 
miles from the plantation where he was 
born. In time all the land between his new 
home and the plantation where he was born 
and two miles beyond came into his posses- 
sion. There is nothing of the old Benson 
place remaining but the chimney of the 
big house and a few plum trees. Where the 
slave master ruled in lavish but barbaric 
State the slave child now lords it and is the 
leading patron of the Kowaliga Industrial 
School, where little black boys and giris 
are receiving the blessings of a lfberal and 
useful education instead of being knocked

ITALY MAKES 
A NEW BREAD. 


It Is Called « Antispire,” 
and Is Made Directly 
from the Wheat. 


TALY in the throes of a bread famine 
has a new form of that neces- 
Sary article of food. It is called “ anti- 

*’ and is the invention of M., 

A Desgotte, which does away 
with the work of a miller. For several 
weeks last month the establishment in 
Rome in the Via Minghetti did a 
rushing business, until the novelty wore off 
and opposition bakers reduced their prices 
on white bread. 

The “antispire” bread is made directly 
from the wheat, and a great saving in the 
manufacture is credited to it. After the 
wheat has been thoroughly sifted and 
cleaned it is subjected to a bath in tepid 
water for several hours. When it has thus 
been soaked it is poured into a machine 
which reduces it to a homogeneous paste. 
This machine is composed of a double line of 
thin spirals working in opposite directions. 
By these spirals the softened wheat seeds 
are well kneaded. At the end of the spirals 
is a double cylinder which receives the paste 
and makes it still more compact and ready 
for shaping into loaves and baking. 

The quality of the bread made by the new 
process is variously estimated. Excellent 
judges and unprejudiced practical bakers 
admit its excellence and say any taste can 
be suited by having due regard to the leav- 
ening, manipulation, and treatment im the 
oven. Italian experts who have investigated | 
the matter express themselves favorably 
upon its digestive properties and pronounce 
it most nourishing. In color the “ anti- 
spire” bread is very brown; its oddr is

ROBBERY ON THE HIGH SEA STILL EXISTS 


Though the Pirate Is a Thing of the Past the Strong-Rooms 
- of Ocean Vessels Are Rifled of Their Gold. — 


' @uct their robberies more quietly. 
Vessels are continually plying the 
ocean laden with great sums of money, a 
fact often announced at the time of the 
vessel's departure. 

It would be a most peculiar thing if these 
announcements did not at times arouse the 
predatory instinct. As a matter of fact they 
often do. The first thing the rifier sets his 
heart upon is how to get the key. It is 
singular what negligence ship officers often 
display in regard to the custody of their 
keys. The theory, and indeed the general 
practice, is that the Captain ehecks the 
boxes as they are stored in the bullion-room, 
locks the door when the transaction is com- 
plete, and,-sleeping and waking, carries the 
key in a leather pouch around his neck till 
he unlocks the door at the end of the voyage. 
But theory and practice are often set aside. 
In the Tararua case at Melbourne in 1880, 
when $25,000 worth of gold bars were stolen, 
the police discovered that two keys, either 
of which opened the bullion-room, used to

WINDOWLESS 
BUILDINGS NEXT. 


This Is the Novel Scheme 
Proposed by a New 
York Architect. - 


N office building without wind 
without air shaft, light well, or inner 
court, with each and every office 
lighted, heated, and ventilated arti- 
ficially—this is the newest idea in 
commercial edifice construction. 

The designer of the new type of office 
building is Howard Constable of New York, 
who explains his plan in the New York 
Herald. Its essential principle is that the 
light and air required for offices can best 
be furnished by scientific appliances in the 
building iteelf rather than have them come 
from the outside world. In fact, were it not 
for the decorative effect, as seen from the 
street, such a building could be merely four

So little is known of Rach- 
maninoff that the following mention finds 
special interest, for until of late he has had 
small recognition outside his native coun- 


try: 

“ At the heads of the program was placed 
a trio—BElégiaque in D minor for piano, vio- 
lin, and violoncello, from the pen of Rach- 
maninoff, a composer known hitherto to 

- the English musical public only by means 
ef his charming pianoforte pieces, one of 
which, the Prelude in C sharp minor, has 
been added to their répertoire by several 
well-known pianists. Rachmaninoff, who 
js not yet 25 years of age, was born at Nov- 
gorod, and studied under Arensky and Siloti 
at the Moscow Conservatoire. The remark- 
ably interesting work submitted last even- 
ing was written about four years since, 
and labeled ‘A la Mémoire d’Un Grand 

iste.’ .In similar terms Tschaikowsky 
dedicated his Trio in A minor to the mem- 
ory of Nicolas Rubinstein, and it is as- 
sumed that Rachmaninoff composed his 
jwork im remembrance of the great artist 
wwho bequeathed to us the noble ‘ Pathetic” 
symphony. Rachmaninoff’s trio is laid out 
in’ three movements, the music being per- 
fectly clear and easy of comprehension, yet 


containing a large measure of vitality and 


ressive force. An important figure given’ 
to the plano and thrice repeated opens the 
work, and of this considerable use is made 
Jater in the movement and in the fina! sec- 
tion. Following on the heels of the second 
subject comes an episode in which the com- 
poser depicts in an astonishingly realistic 
manner an outburst of violent and uncon- 
trollable grief, which having spent itself 
yields to a hymn like theme. To introduce 


the composer employs a harmonium, the 
noforte being much favored in the clever 
variations which follow, the second of 
which is curiously quaint, and at the same 
time. somewhat harsh and rugged. These 
disposed of,.a duet of the most mournful 
and impassioned description is entered upon 
by the violin and ‘cello, and towards the 
close of the movement the harmonium is 
heard. The finale, though forceful, 
assertive, and vigorous, does not approach 
the earlier movements either in interest or 
emotional quality. Rachmaninoff's trio 


astonishing work made a deep impression 
on audience.” | | 
The Moussorgsky number, a fantasie, 
“Ine Nuit Sur le Mont Chauve,” illustrat-

The Woman's Parliament of Southern Cal- 
ifornia will convene in April in the beautiful 
City of Redlands, and will be the first session 
of the parliament since the election of the 
new President, Major Belle Reynolds of 
Santa Barbara, the only woman Major in the 
United States. Mrs. Reynolds is a figure 
that stands out strong and picturesque in 
war history. All through the United States 
she is known and loved by the great army 
of war veterans, and, it is said, is the only 
woman who ever held a commission as 
officer in the service of the government. 

A few years ago Dr. Reynolds went to the 
Pacific coast and settled in Santa Barbara.

-teries, one at its Twelfth steet station and 
the other at its Bowling Gréen, power-house. 
The Brooklyn Hdison: also owns: two, the 
Boston Edison three, and Consolidated Trac- 
tion company of Pittsburg two. The larg- 
est plant up to the present, hc wever, belongs 
to the Hartford Diectric Light company of 
Hartford, Conn. With all these examples 
of the benefits of batteries it is remarkable 
that the Chicago Edison company delayed 
so long in getting When it finally ae- 
cided on the step; however, it gave a. char- 
acteristic Chicago order, and is outdoing by 
one-third any other plant tn existence.

YING at the bottom of the Atlentic 
' somewhere between Havana and New 
York are the whitening bones of a 
little wooden sidewheel steamer 
x which, du the turbulent days of 
the civil war ran the blockade of the Con- 
federate ports and went on many an ocean 
mission of reckless daring until it was 
checked in its career by the strong arm of 
the North. Then, after suffering the pun- 
ishment of being publicly condemned and 
sold at auction, it reformed and entered 
upon a career of respectability under the 
Stars and Stripes. 

The crew of the Virginius did not sink 
beneath the waves with the ill-fated craft , 
Such good fortune, for good fortune it would ‘ 
have been, was denied them. Instead, Cap- 
tain Fry and his brave company of fifty-two 
men, twelve of whom were citizens of the 
United States, lie in unmarked graves at 
Santiago, in the island whose name has be- 
come a synonym for injustice and cruelty, 
no less victims than are the men of the 
Maine, to the bloodthirsty treachery which 
seetas to be Spain's heritage. 

It was in November, 1873, that the crew of 
the Virginius were butchered by Spanish sol- 
diers after a drumhead court-martial whic 
evea Spain did not dignify with the name of 
trial. Since that incident another genera- 
tién has arisen, and the complication which 
almost caused war between the two vcoun- 
tries is almost forgotten. But it holds 1 
conspicudus place in the diplomatic his- 
tory of the United States, and in the light of 
the sacrifice of the sailors of the Maine takes 
on new interest and becomes pertinent 


n, 

And out of the incident of the Virginius 
grows a warning to the United States gov- 
ernment in the present crisis. It shows that 
in twenty-five years Spanish character has 
‘met changed. The barbarity that existed 
then exists today, the absolute disregard for 
human life and human rights which Spain 
- manifested in the killing of Captain Fry and . 
his crew is now being repeated in Cubs, but 
with far greater aggravation. The action of 
the United States to enforce apology and 
indemnity for the insult to its flag and the 
crimes perpetrated upon its citizens was vig- 
orous only on the surface. And in the end 
Spcin, by dodging the ves and through 
the practice of every phase of diplomatic 
cunning, succeeded in getting off with the 
payment of the paltry sum of $80,000. It 
was crime reduced to a cash basis so small 
tha:, divided among the families of the fifty- 
three sailors, it almost ceased to be inuem- 


nity. Spanish guns that had fired upon the . 


flag were not forced to salute it in respect. 
No expressions of apology were forwarded 


from Madrid to Washington. 

The story of the fate of the Virginius’ crew 
may be briefly told. During the war of the 
rebellion the ship under ownerships ent rely 
different than in 1873 had been used in block- 
ade running and had been captured and sold 
in the port of Mobile in February, 1866. 
Shortly afterwards it was again acquired by 
the United States for some cause not stated 
in the records, and in 1870 was resold, this 
time to John F. Patterson. 

It has been claimed, and perhaps with 
some truth, that Patterson was an agent of 
the Cutan insurgents then engaged in th2 
Carlist rebellion, and that the purchase of 
the vessel was really for the sake of Que- 
sada and Bambetta, the Cuban patriots. the 
latter of whom was the first one shot when 
the captured steamer was taken into San- 
tlago. But however that may be, the Vir- 
ginsus had obtained an American registe: 
from the port of New Orleans and sa'ied in 
1870 from the port of New Yo with the 
right as clear as the law could grant it tu 
sail under the United States flag. 

When the vessel sailed it cleared for a port 
in *he Caribbean Sea, to which it is known 
to have gone, but it never cleared again from 
any port in the United States. Attorney 
Geaeral Williams has given a subsecuent 
opinion that the vessel had placed itself 
liable to proceedings by the United States 
to enforce it to forfeit its papers, but this 
fact in no way justified Spain to assume the 
right to settle the question as to whcther 
or not the vessel lawfully sailed under the 
flag it carried at its masthead. 

On the last trip of the doomed steamer it 
was commanded by Captain Fry, an Ameri- 
can citizen, with a crew and passengers 
numbering 165 people. While near Jamaica 
and, faccording to its papers, on a voyage 
from Kimgston to Lemon Bay, it was fired 


upon by the Spanish gunboat Tornado and 


taken as a prize. Not a shot was fired in 
defense, and four days later it was taken 
into Santiago as a prize and information 
was lodged against it as a pirate. One of 
the basic principles of international law is 
that a prize when captured must be taken 
to\the nearest port in the quickest possible 
time, but four days elapsed before Santiago 
was reached, which disposed of the conten- 
tion that the ship was taken in Spanish 
waters, for the jurisdiction of no country 
extends over a space requiring four days to 
traverse. 

The Tornado reached port with its victim 
Nov. 4, and the following day the Spanish 
authorities in the city began a series of 
drumhead trials which for inhumanity and 
lack of judicial dignity and regulation have 
never been exceeded in the history of na- 


tions. Of the 165 prisoners many were 
American citizens, with the right to travel 
the high seas in any craft whatever, but 
the judicial proceedings took little or no 
cognizance of their testimony or their rights. 
The treaty of 1795 between this country and 
Spain, which covered the case, was like- 


wise disregarded, and the unwritten law. 


which delivered pirates over to the regular 
courts instead of military tribunals ‘was 
ignored. 

Meanwhile the first information received 
in the United States of the outrage was a 
eable message trom Henry C. Hall, then 
Acting Consul General at Havana, to Hamil- 
ton Fish, Secretary of State under President 
Grant. It told briefly of the capture and the 


- charges of piracy and was immediately cor- 


roborated by another cable from General 
Daniel E. Sickles, the United States Minis- 
ter at Madrid. The Department of State 
immediately warned Spain that if it tran- 
spired that the prisoners were citizens of 
the United States, sailing under the pro- 
tection of the American flag, full reparativn 
would be demanded for any indignities in- 
flicted upon them. The same dispatch sug- 
gested that the incident would afford Spain 
an opportunity to inaugurate a most hu- 
mane and generous policy in the conduct 
of the war in Cuba. Reassurance was felt 
at Washington when a message was re- 
ceived from General Sickles stating that he 
had the assurance of the Spanish govern- 
ment that it had admonished the Captain 
General not to impose the death penalty on 
any persons, whether combatants or non- 
combatants, without the sanction of the 
executive. Two other dispatches received 
from General Sickles gave the assurance 
that no executions had taken place. 
Meanwhile dispatches from Acting Consul 
Genera! Hall at Havana threw this country 
into a fever of excitement. They told how, 
on Nov. 7 and 8, and after the orders, as 
alleged, had been sent out by Spain, Captain 
Fry and thirty-six of his crew, together 
with sixteen passengers, had been led out- 
side the prison walls and barbarously butch- 
ered by the Spanish soidiery. Little notifica- 
tion was given the men of their impending 
doom. No chance of appeal was granted. 
Manacled, they were forced to kneel in 
long rows, while at the word of command 
Spanish regulars stationed behind them fired 
a volley of lead into their backs, the soldiers 
rushing in immediately afterwards, blow- 
ing the heads off the victims who did not 
succumb to the first volley. The fllustra- 
tions reprinted on this page, which appeared 
in Frank Leslie's illustrated newspaper of 
Dec. 20, 1878, give an excellent, although 
terrible, idea of the barbarities of the scene. 


As an example of the restlessness of 
Spanish hatred and revenge is printed the 
farewell letter of Captain Fry to his wife. 
It reveals the terrible abruptness of the con- 
demnations and the executions and like- 
wise the iron nerve of the brave skipper, who 
suffered the limit of human injustice under 
a flag which tradition has made quick to 
avenge the wrongs done to its subjects. The 
letter is as follows: 

On Board the Spanish Man of War T 
Santiago de Cuba, Nov. 6, 1873.—Dear, Dear Dita: 
When I left you I had no idea that we should never 
meet again in this world, but it seems strange to 
me that I should tonight, and on Annie's birth- 
day, be calmly seated. on beautiful moonlight 

night in a most beautiful bay in Cuba to take my 
last leave of you, my own dear, sweet wife, and 


with the thought of your own bitter anguish—my | 


only regret at leaving. 

I have been tried today, and the President of 
the court-martial asked the favor of embracing 
me at parting, and clasped me to his heart. I 
have shaken hands with each of my judges, and 
the secretary of the court and the interpreter have 
promised me an espevial favor to attend my exe- 
cution, which will, Iam told, be within a few 
hours after my sentence is pronounced, 

I am told my death will be painless. In short, 
I have had a very cheerful and pleasant chat about 
my funeral, to which I shall go a few hours 
from now; how soon I cannot say yet It is 
curious to see how I make friends. Poor Bam- 
betta pronounc@i me a gentleman and he was 
the brightest and bravest creature I ever saw. 

The priest who gave me communion on board this 
morning put a double scapular around miy neck 
and a medal which he intends to wear himeelf. 
A young Spanish officer brought me a bright new 
silk badge with the Blessed Virgin stamped upon, 
to wear to my execution for him, and a handsome 
cross in some fair lady's handiwork. They are 
to be kept as relics of me. He embraced me af- 
fectionately in*his room with tears Mm his eyes. 

Dear sweetheart, you will be able to bear it for 
my eake, for I will be with you if God permits. 
Although I know my hours are short and few, I 
am not sad. I shall be with you right soon, dear 
Dita, and you will not be afraid of me. Pray for 
me, and I will pray with you. There is to be a 
fearful sacrifice of life, as I think, from the Vir- 
ginius, and, as I think, @ needless one, as the 
poor people are unconscious of crime, and even 
of their fate up to now. I hope God will forgive 
me if I am to blame for it. 


If you write to President Grant, he will prob- 
ably order my pay, due when I resigned, to be 
paid to you after my death. People will be kinder 
to you now, dear Dita; at least I hope s6. Do not 
dread death when it comes to you. It will be 
God's angel of rest—remember this. I hope my 
children will forget their father’s harshness and 
remember his love and anxiety for them. May 
they practice regularly their religion and pray 
for him always. Teil —— the last act of my life 
will be a public profession of my faith and hope !n 
him of whom we need not be ashamed: and it is 
not honest to withhold that public acknowledg- 
ment from any false modesty or timidity. May

structed General Sickles to make a formal 
demand for abundant reparation, the restor- 
ation of the ship, the release and delivery to 
the United States.of the persons whe had 
been captured and had not already been 
massacred, and that Spain should tcnder 
an apology to this country by saluting the 
flag of the United States in the port of San- 
tiago, and also that the officials concerned 
in the capture of the vesseY and the execu- 
tion of the passengers and crew should be 
signally punished, and he was direct«d, in 
case of refusal within twelve days, to close 
his legation, and taking the archives, to 
leave Madrid. 

This ultimatum delivered the. ‘feeling 
against Spain increased in the United States 
and active preparations for war were be- 
gun. Mobs threatened the American Lega- 
tion in Madrid and sentiment against the 
United States in Cuba ran high. But at 
home counter forces were set to work in 
violent opposition tv a declaration of war. 
It represented a strong financial element, 
which became aroused for the financial 
security rather than the security of na- 
tional honor, and the cry was raised that 
war would mean financial loss, panics, and 
disaster. Meanwhile diplomatic negotia- 
tions were continuing between Washington 
and Madrid, the Spanish government tem- 
porizing and deploring the “ bad accident ”’ 
by which its orders to its colonial govern- 
ment had been interrupted. A claim of 
immunity was set up on the questions con-

In the meantime the United States Min- 
ister at Madrid was preparing to quit the 


- country in compliance with his instructions, 


while at home a fleet was being assembled 
at Pensacola ready to move against Ha- 
vana. At the last moment, however, Spain 
intimated that ample reparation would be 
aecorded for the injuries done to United 
States subjects, and the government at 
Washington, under the great pressure of 
influence brought by financial institutions, 
agreed to accept Spain’s proposition, al- 
though it was directly in the face of Eng- 
land’s refusal to aid Spain as against the 
United States and of Spain's failure to en- 
list the sympathy of Germany.

WHERE LIVINGSTONE’S HEART IS 


Its Grave in Africa Is Unmarked, Al- 
though His Body Is in West- 
minster Abbey. 


The London Standard prints the following 
letter to its editor: 

Sir: Within the last few days I have been 
in conversation with a traveler from up 
country, who, returning from the eastern 
shores of Lake Benguelo, passed through 
Chitambo, where Livingstone died and where 
his heart is buried. The spot where his 
heart lies is practically unmarked, and the 
tree close to it is liable to be destroyed by 
the first bush or grass fire. Surely, if the 
place in Westminster Abbey where his body 
is interred be of such deep and reverent in- 
terest to the nation and to all Christendom, 
the place where he died, on his knees, while 
praying for Africa, and the spot where that 
heart which was once wont to beat in sym- 
pethy with its people is resting, might be 
marked in some substantial and permanent 
way, however — and inexpensive the 
memorial might be. 

i say, considering the fact that as a result 
of his explorations vast territories are now 
added to the British empire, and fresh and 
great possibilities are afforded to British 
trade, that the scotching of the slave trade 
is mainly attributable to his efforts; and I 
believe that were even a few commercial 
men at home to be seen, the order for the 
erection of such a memorial would be imme- 
diately cabled out.

Meeting with Carlyle. 


Later, he knew most of the distinguished 
men of his day, noné better than Carlyle, to 
whom he has devoted his book.

Charles A. Dana’s Travels. 


Messrs. Appleton have about ready “ Hast- 
ern Journeys; Some Notes of Travel in Rus- 
sia and the Caucasus. and in Jerusalem " by 
the late Charles A. Dana. There is nothing 
particularly characteristic of the editor of 
the Sun in these notes, the most character- 
istic thing, perhaps, in his continual mention 
of everything in the way of a new tree or 
shrub. He noticed the vegetation on the 
mountain slopes in southern Russia where 
the prevailing trees were oaks and beeches, 
with pinion pines, cypresses, myrties, mul- 
berry trees, and occasionally fig trees 
“I was greatly im- 
pressed,” adds Mr. Dana, “by a kind of 
dwarf beech, of which I had never seen in 
any other sylva and of which we passed that 
days hundreds of specimens. It often lay 
stretched out almost flat upon the ground 
and again where the soil and exposure were 
favorable it would assume a form of perfect 
regularity and rise to the height of six or 
eight feet. The leaves are exceedingly 
small and lustrous, making a very decora- 
tive plant. It seems surprising that botan- 
ists have never brought it out to a knowledge 
of the world and made it available for gen- 
eral cultivation. Of the wild azaleas that 
we saw growing in the Crimea and the Cau- 
casus I am bound to add they were rather 
poor and disappointing. Those of Pike 
County are ten times finer.”’ 

Mr. Dana visited the country seat and 
greenhouses of the Czar at Lavidia. He 
writes: “We went through the green- 
houses, finding them large, filled with many 
interesting, yet not extraordinary plants, 
especially palms, but not otherwise remark- 
able. It was like the collection of a million- 
aire with no unusual taste and no expert 
knowledge of botany or of the marvels of 
modern culture. The collection of orchids 
seemed peculiarly limited. The roads 
through the forest which covered most of the 
estate are perfectly good, but nothing more. 
There seemed, for instance, to be a scarcity 
of vistas taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity of looking out upon the open sea. It

games." And Nikolas Props, Spartan-born 
and Spartan-trained, expands his mighty 
chest and gazes proudly on his great arms 
as he speaks. 

“The air of Greece and the P sian 
Mountains is good to make ‘sien meme I 
gained my strength among those hills, and 
now if there is a man in all the work strong- 
er than I I only wish to see him.” And the 
Spartan smiles with confident assurance be- 
tween the lines of his assertive words. 

There was nobody in Sparta anywhere near 
his equal. There was no one in Greece fit 
to cope with him in feats of muscle. In all 
Europe there was but one opponent, and 
he the mighty Eugene Sandow. The feats 
of Sandow, his chest lifts and his other un- 
paralleled exhibitions of trained muscle, 
were a shade too much for the youthful sin- 
ews of the Greek, for Nikolas Props is only 
23. All of Sandow’s deeds, however, have 
since been studied and practiced by the 
Spartan, and he now feels capable of con- 
testing honors even with the man whose 
name is the world-wide synonym of gigantic 
power. 

“When I set my mind on anything,” says 
Nikolas Props, “I work until I an do + 
Sandow can lift 3,000 pounds; I can now lift 
2,800. Sandow can bold the weight of three 
horses on his chest; I can support the weight 


. of fourteen men. It will not be long at that 


rate before I can do, and maybe more than 
do, all that Sandow now performs.”’ 

Nikolas Props gave an exhibition of his 
gigantic strength last Tuesday. With half 
a dozen friends he strolled down. to the 
freight yards on the lake front. A lonely 
freight car loaded with 48,000 pounds of 
grain stood on a siding. Nikolas Props 
placed his shoulder against the car: It 
shook, it moved, it started, and began to 
roll down the rails. For thirty feet the 
Spartan pushed it on and then stopped, not 
because of any exhaustion of his strength, 
but because the switchmen in the yards 
made volubie objection. 

The Spartan does not look like a Hercules 
in his ordinary clothing. He is gentlemanly 
and handsome, and stands 5 feet 8 inches 
in height. He weighs 198 pounds, and his 
broad chest is 42 inches around. When ex- 
panded to its limit the girth is 50 inches, a 
remarkable expansion. He is only 23 and 
still growing. He promises to be quite a 
man when he reaches his full size and 
power, and his already recorded feats—2,730 
pounds on a chest lift and 1,300 pounds 
straight lift with both hands—will probably 
be eclipsed. 


OVERTURNS AN OLD BELIEF. 


* Chicago ” Is a Living Proof That 
Bird Dogs Can Learn 
‘Tricks. 


It has long been a well established belief 
among both hunting men and dog trainers 
that “ bird dogs’’—pointers and setters— 
could not be trained to anything outside of 
the hunting field. Men who make a practice 
of educating dogs for the stage have always 
chosen poodles, wire-haired terriers, and 
greyhounds, leaving pointers and setters to 
follow the. pursuits for which nature end 
the demands of sportsmen seemed best to 
fit them. 

Charles H. Campbell, a Chicago man, 
comes forward with the assertion that this 
popular belief is absolutely wrong, and that 
the bird dog, particularly the pointer, is 
more intelligent, more teachable, and blessed 
with a far larger learning capacity than any 
of the various breeds of dogs long used for 
tricks and stage exhibitions. 

In proof of his statement Mr. Campbell 
offers a pointer pup—the blooded dog, “‘ Chi- 

” 17 months of age—and states that 
the pointer will do anything any other dog 
ean do and a whole lot of things that other 
dogs can’t even undertake. And the pointer 
is there to bear him out in his assertion.

SPAIN'S WEAK SPOT 


Philippine Islands, Which 
Are at Our Mercy. 


OUR SQUADRON NEAR BY. 


It : Could Take Possession in a 


Single Week, 


GREAT VALUE OF THE GROUP 


SPECIAL cable to TRIBUN® an- 
nounces a rumor in Hongkong that 
the north Asiatic squadron of the 
United States has sailed for Manila, 
the capital of the Philippine Islands. 

The cables further announce that another 
uprising has taken place in these islands, 
which constitute Spain's most. valuable 
colonial possessions. The remoteness of the 
Philippines from the United States and the 
fact that Spain has until recently guarded 
her Indies from foreign intrusion, .together 
with the overwhelming interest in Cuba, 
have resulted in the American public’s over- 
Jooking the importance of the Philippines tn 
the event of war between the United States 
and Spain. 

The naval authorities in Washington an@ 
the Spanish government are not so obtuse. 
Both are aware that the Philippines are ab- 
solutely at the mefcy of the United States. 
The Spanish Hast Indies, a group of islands 
on the other side of the globe, are of in- 
comparably more value than the Spanish 
West Indies and of equal importance, at 
least, to American commerce. 


Fourteen Hundred Islands. 


Between 6 and 18 north latitude and from 
116 to 126 east longitude (Greenwich) lie the 
1,400 islands of the Philippine group. Of 
these, two are Of great size, Luzon and Min- 
danao, the former being nearly twice the 
size of Ireland; while Leyte, Zebu, Wegros, 
and Panay are extremely valuable, although 
much smaller. Manila, a city of 300,000 or 
more, situate upon the Pasig River, not far 
from the capacious bay into which it emp- 
ties, and which takes its name from the city, 
is the capital. Here are all the offices of 
government. The Governor General, the 
Archbishop, the Admiral, and other impor- 
tant dignitaries have here their palaces, and 
their villas for summer residence are not far 
@way 

Thd whole of the commerce of the islands 
is centered in Manila, as well as the admin- 
istration of church and state; and this is 
what alarms Spain. The north Asiatic 
squadron of the United States is within 
striking distance of the islands, and a block- 
ade of Manila harbor, which is among the 
probabilities in the event of war, would 
cripple the Spanish government more than 
the loss of a dozen Cubas. And then the re- 
bellion, which broke out tn the islands, giv- 
ing the mother country deep anxiety, still 
smolders, and the blockade of Manila would 
mean the end of Spanish rule. 

The fact that so little is known of these 
islands is due to policy on the part of Spain, 
for she has been in possession for the iast 
three centuries, during which time the hor- 
rors of the present Cuban war have been re- 
peated twenty-eight times. The provoca- 
tion Which aroused the peaceful and indo- 
lent race to so many efforts at independence 
ean be imagined by Americans who have 
closely studied the Cuban situation. They 
giadly welcomed the Spaniard when the is- 
lands were seized a generation after their 
discovery by Magellan, just as the Cubans 
had done. No conquest by arms was neces- 
sary. The people had little faith in what 
they had heard of Buddhism and Moham- 
medanism, and they lookéd upon the six 
Augustinian friars who .accompanied Le- 
gaski, the first Governor General, as a’sort 
of Magi. 


In One Day Two Thousand Converts. 


In the Island of Zebu 2,000 converts were 
made in one day, and the spread of the 
faith rapidly continued until only the re- 
mote and mountainous parts of the island 
remained pagan. The priests and soldiery 
soon became aware of their interdependence, 
and the church instilled into the native mind 
that same doctrine of passive obedience 
‘which English Royalists were hearing from 
the lips of their own clergymen at the same 
period. Yet the four histories of the island, 
written by these same churchmen, are full 
of the same evidences -.of material affection 
on the part of the *‘ mother government ” 
which caused Spanish-America to revolt. 


‘In 1819 even apathetic China was forced to 


assist the Philippine rebels from motives of 
humanity. No fewer than 27,000 of the 
natives were slain in battle before the Span- 
ish “ pacification’’ was complete. Four 
years later Governor General Juan Antonio 
Martinez was driven out of Manila by a re- 
bellion led by Colonel Novales, but that un- 
fortunate leader, lacking proper support, 
was captured by the Spaniards and shot, to- 
gether with twenty-one of his officers. 
Martinez was fined 50,000 crowns by the 
Madrid government for his display of 
cowardice in running away from the city. 
Again and again have these people revolied 
from Spanish atrocity, only to be “ paci- 
fied *’ at last by fire and the sword. . 

The government of the United States is 
perfectly cognizant of these facts, but hav- 
ing patiently watched Spain “ chasfising 


her Cuban children into obediencte,’” could. 


hardly be expected to take an active interest 


ing. 


in what might be going on in the way of | 
chastisement in the Antipodes. However, 
the government will not permit American 
commerce to be destroyed, even in the far 
away Philippines. | 

And the commerce of these islands is of the 
greatest importance, and it is rapidly.grow- 
Shipping is almost entirely in the hands 
of the Spanish and English, although 
America imports and exports to some ex- 
tent in her own vessels. Manila rope and 
Manila cheroots and hemp are the onl 
products of the islands with which the” 
average American is at all familiar. But 
Manila coffee and cocoa, and, above all, 
Manila sugar, are important exports, as well 
as rice and gold. Only for the last few 


years has Spain permitted anything like | 


an unrestricted commerce in the. islands. 
Manila was first- thrown open to the world, 
and all of the principal ports may now be 
visited by foreign vessels. The govern- 
ment retains its monopoly on tobacco—the 
factory at Manila employs more women 
than the famous establishment at Seville— 
and the importation of only two articles is 
forbidden, pocket pistols and Bibles. The im- 
ports: may now be roughly estimated at 
$30,000,000 per annum, and the exports at 
$40,000,000 per annum. ‘To-cripple this com- 
merce, and to forever free from Spanish 
rule an area of at least 114,356 square miles, 
populated by 12,000,000 people, it is only 
necessary to take Manila, for the governing 
Class is so infinitesimally small in com- 
Parison that, once the mative born in- 
habitants, whether of Spanish, Malaysian, 
or mixed descent, have obtained control of 
the reins of government, all Spain, in her 
present enfeebled condition, could not again 
acquire the sovereignty of the islands. 

Is it possible for Uncle Sam to complete 
the emancipation of Spain's dependencies 
while freeing Cuba? Here are the facts. 


Seizure by America Easy. 


" Commodore Dewey is in command of what 
is known as the north Asiatic squadron. 
His flagship, the Olympia, is a 5,780-ton steel 
cruiser, armed with four eight-inch guns 
and ten five-inch guns, and is far superior 
to any Spanish vessel in that part of the 
world. The Concord, which isa sister ship 
to the Bennington, and the Boston and 
Raleigh are his best vessels, while the 
Petrel and the old Monocacy make up the 
list of American warships within striking 
distance of Manila. Spain has five cruisers, 
all inferior to the American vessels save the 
flagships, and a number of small gunboats 
which were useful enough in the rebellion 
but which no sane naval officer would match 
against modern armored: cruisers. Manila 
is only five days’ sail from the Chinese coast, 
and as the American vessels are all within 
easy reach of the cables they could make a 
descent upon Manila Bay and paralyze the 
commerce of the Philippines at one blow. 
Spain has no reliable vessels with which to 
reinforce her East Indian navy, and there is 
thus a possibility of freedom for the East 
and West Indies at the same time and 
through the same agency. .
